Dear Mr. Young: 

This is in further response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29. 2001. for 
a \ aricn of tiles, and supplements our letter ol 'September I >. 2002 

Coordination has been completed and we have been informed b> the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) that their information has been sanitized from the records and two pages are denied in their entirety 
pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (bX3) of the FOIA. It is not possible to reasonably segregate 
meaningful portions of the withheld pages for release. To aid you in identifying CIA information we 
have bracketed it in red. 

The withholding of the information by the CIA constitutes a partial denial of your request and you have 
the right to appeal this decision to the Agcncv Release Panel w ithin 45 days from the date of this letter. If 
you decide to flic an appeal, it should be forwarded to the following: Ms. Delores M. Nelson. Information 
and Privacy Coordinator. Central Intelligence Agency. Washington. DC 20505. Cite CIA F-2002-0I6I0 
assigned to your request so that it may be easily identified. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Fxecutive Order (HO) 
1 2958. as amended. As a result of this rc\ iew. information has been saniti/ed as it is currently and 
properly classified SECRET and CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.2 (aX2).l.2 (aX3) and 1.4 (c) 
of EO 12958, as amended. This information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA 
pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (bX 1 )• A brief explanation of the applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.2 (a) (2) of EO 12958. as amended, provides that information shall be classified SECRET if its 
unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause serious damage to the national security. 

Section 1.2 (a) (3) of EO 12958. as amended, prov ides that information shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause damage to the 
national securin . 

Section 1.4 (c) of EO 12958. as amended, provides that information pertaining to intelligence activ ities, 
intelligence sources or methods, and cryptologic information shall be considered for classification 
protection. 

Since the release of the information deleted from these records would result in an unwarranted invasion 
of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, the information is exempt from public disclosure 
provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (bX6). 



The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Brigadier General Mary A. l.egere. the Commanding General. U.S. Army Intelligence 
and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence investigative and 
security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this decision to the Secretary of the Army. 
Your appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 60- 
day period, the case may be considered closed: however, such closure does not preclude you from filing 
litigation in the courts. You should state the basis of your disagreement with the response and provide 
justification for a reconsideration of the denial. An appeal may not serve as a request for additional or 
new information. An appeal may only address information denied in this response. Your appeal is to be 
made to this office, for forwarding, as appropriate to the Secretary of the Army. Office of the General 
Counsel.

2. This branch considers that a definite need eiiets for information concerning 
the future foreign positive intelligence agency of Veot Cranny, i.e.. the agency nov 
known no SDE or the Gehlen Group. This need it based npon the following three require- 

B16B t S I 

a. The normal counter-intelligence mission of US military intelligence. 

b. The expressed request of D/a for information concerning Veet Ceraian 
intelligence agencies. 

c. The immediate and future security of this command. 

3. It la considered that the requirements outlined above can no* be satis- 
factorily met through the acquisition of such infontation concerning the Gehlen Group 
as may become available either through liaison channels or by requests placed upon 
another agency. It is therefore strongly recommended that appropriate steps be taken 
to establish a C1C penetration operation of the Gehlen Group vhich would produce the 
neceesary information. 



4. Consideration must be given to the fact that a penetration of the Gehlen 
Group will undoubtedly become more difficult onoe it has been officially Integrated 
Into the Federal Government. It would appear probable, due to recent political de- 
velopments, that such an integration may be expected ehortly following ratification 
of the Contractual Agreements or in terms of tine, within the next few months. It is 
therefore clear that for faoUity of operation mad maximum efficiency, such a pene- 
tration operation, if undertaken, should be iaif iated as soon aa possible. 

6. Allowing that such a penetration ie to be undertaken. It is requested that 
a meeting ba held among representatives of Operations Branch, this Branch, CIO and DAD 
in order to establish the concurrence of DAD and (apart from the question of further 
operational oontaot) to arrange for the aquisitlon by then Branoh of basic data from 
DAP concerning the Gahlen Croup Upon which to base a complete ICM.

It would thus function as a 
combined Allied-German liaison to the BLANK office. Interior security, 
however, will be kept separated from such a military intelligence or- 
ganization and will be handled exclusively by the Federal Security 
Agency which would be enabled and permitted closer cooperation with 
its land security agencies. These Bundestag deputies realize that the 
Allies cannot waive their claims for supervising external German 
security and intelligence if it were only to safeguard the security of 
their own occupation troops. On the other hand one would like .to 
avoid the possibility that the GEHLEN group may at the same time- be 
charged by the Allies with the interior security of Germany. These 
deputies have been suspicious of the GEHLEN apparatus and its .semi- 
official status within the American occupation forces for some time in 
the past. They claim, should the GEHLEN organization be given a free 
hand under the general title of -German Military Intelligence' 1 or 
similar that that organization would strive to take over any and all 
security matters within the German Federal Republic. In that case 
countless internal struggles regarding priorities, competencies, per- 
sonalities, and general poor cooperation would undoubtedly result. 
The Bundestag deputies pointed out that then they would prefer if 
nresentlr existing allied intelligence agencies such as the CIC, CIA, 
F3S, and Surete were maintained. They are perhaps not more palatable 
but at least more readily understandable as a necessity for the security 
of the Allied troops than the largely -mysterious" GEHLEN apparatus.

This is the first time that the (SHUSH group is receiving 
semi-official comment from Bundestag deputies, at least, 
to the knowledge of this writer.

1. Pursuant to your varbal request, t his date, the following brie f 
is prepared in clarification of the "pnony" I b1 I 
(actually operative* directed by tho Special Dotachment - DAD), whicn has 
been interfering with Region I sources in an effort to obtain information 
on the KFD, and the alleged revival of the German Abwehr or German Army 
■intelligence, possibly under tb* aegis of a U6 -military Intelligence 
agency.

But tho Supreuo 
Command of the Army (OIOI) in B-rlin, Bondlerstrasse, concluded from this charac- 
teristic that Gehlen night have special talents for counter-espionage missions.

A fow radio calls to tho division commanders signed by the 
tliroo mysterious lottcrs "CIC" worked hotter and more preoisoly than tho 
casern orders of a Gcrnan staff sorgoant. Gehlen wa3 placed behind barbed 
wire.

Kapahnke Hired. 

Kaphanke got the job. From tho very first day ho worked for the SfS. He noted 
down names and addresses of poople who went in and out of tho "House of the 
Future".

and gave names of genuine and false co-workers and agents in the Sovzone, ' 



-» Olobke - Assignor of ULssions. . > 

The East Berlin press still today makes propaganda with Kapahnke. They designate 
him as the man who knows the most Intimate, socrets of tho Gehlen organization and 
especially about Gohlen's espionage activity. But they never published concreto - 
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details. One thing is certain*' 1 Xapahnke knows a lot, he knows many names, 
but he has no idea of the work of the Gohlen people^ on this side of the Iron 
Curtain. \ 

We indicated already that recently Gehlen tried to got iato tho political 
sector also. Hith hesitation but systematically. It commenced with missions 
the Gorman counter espionage general in fcwican services ^ved £om U>e 
intimate circles around the Federal Canceller, The nan who gave the order 
directly was State Secretary Globke, the Chancellor's closest, perhaps the 
sole?, confidant. 

Globke was not satisfied nith the official roports coninc .'ron the Federal 
Office for the Protection of the Constitution. He wanted to laiow nore. He 
approached Gehlen, ho sounded tut the atnosohero and then ho decided to includo 
Gehlen into his information net. Negotiations took plac-. with tho Americans. 
Tho CIC people gave thoir "O.K." This ■O.IC." was the hour of birth for 
Gehlen' s official work (activity) on federal territory. 

It was a turning point in Gehlen «s work. There is a straight track from this 
O.K. to John's flight and to the discussion about the incorporation of the 
Gehlen apparatus into federal service. 



VI. Gehlen' s Dangerous 

The turning point in Gehlen 1 s activity was the Americans' O.K. From that tine 
Gehlen also worked in the Federal Republic - he "uakes politics". 
His contact man and boss was and Is CDU State Secretary Dr. Globke. Gehlen 
worked for him at first only hesitatingly and groping carefully but then more 
and more intensively. The infomation presented by Gehlen was first class. 
It did not matter whether it concerned the activity of the CST. secret service 
against the units of the Federal Border Police or details in the lives of 
personalities in which Bonn was very interested. The communists played only 
a secondary role in Gehlen' s activity. Let us admit: He has informtively 
prepared various actions against communist groups or against the FDJ, but all 
this was Just a ratter of course. The center of emphasis is placed on special 
mi onions, the surveillance of certain personalities. It is natural that 
thereby the official missions of the BfV countercross the missions of the 
unofficial Gehlen apparatus. It is also natural that very often various 
reports axe being made on the same personalities. 



Gehlen knew very well this weakness in tho operation. He also knew his opponent 
in the Western Gorman operation area: Dr. Otto John, chief of the BfV. There 
was and is a necessary competition between these two organizations. Both are 
concerned with the same matters, both have agents. One apparatus somewhat 
more official than tho other. The one is officially supervised by the Federal 
Ministry of Interior and the other works unofficially for the Chancellor's office 
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Grotesque situations arise therefron. For a long tino Qlobkc was suspicious 
of theVcports from the BfV. He therefore gives almost all informtlon for 
counter examination to Gehlcn. He only believes his inflation, only then 
does he present then to the Chancellor. The third in this union of secret 
and counter espionage services la the Blank Office. It also has a counter 
espionaeo office, which however, concentrates on military natters, however, 
also touches toe civil sector. It is a fact that sometimes all three organi- 
zations work on tho sane mission, that all three observe one and the sane 
person. 

Gehlcn wants to clear out this counter cspiorr.se jungle. In the race for 
tho leadership he is several lengths ahead. An incident helped nin. Otto 
John deserted and former Col. Heinz, chiof of the counter cspionago om.ee 
in the Blank Office resigned, a victim of intrigue. 



The Main Points. 

Gehlon knoT^ exactly whoa he has toaddrcss. State .Secretary .Globka. Just a 
few days ago he presented him a new plan for the reformation of the Political 
and military counter espionage service. This very detailed plan has the follow- 
ing main points: 

1. After announcing the sovrei^nity for the Federal Republic the political 
and military counter espionage service will be placed under the supervision 
of the chancellor's office, that means directly under State Secretary Globte. 
This would be a first class concentration of power. 

2. The counter espionage service of the Blank Office will bo reduced to an 
evaluation office for military information. It should bo bound also to 
instructions from the chancellor's office. 

3. The Constitutional Protection Office will be dissolved. 

4. 1 purely political counter espionage service to be based only partly on 
the assistance of tho Federal Iaender, will be established under control 
of the parliament. Tho chancellor's office should also havo a certain 
power of direction to this office.

3. The substance of referenced report is believed to be inaccurate. 
Whereas the takeover of the Gehlen organization by the German Government 
has been discussed repeatedly between the authorities concerned, it is 
unlikely that the takeover will be accomplished much prior to the final 
ratification of the contractual agreements. In any case the respective 
American authorities have planned to continue the subsidies for the ^eh- 
len organisation until such time as the German Government is able— politi- 
cally and financially— to assume the burden.

At that 
time he was described as about 50 years of age, 1.73 ra ^all, 190 10s, 
spoke Russian and Lithuanian, grey hair, oval face, yellowish skin. 

b Sgin von NOTZilY-GATZYMSKE — believed to be identical with 
Eginhard von NOTZItf, born 29 October 169U at HLUCIJi who served with the 
Abwehr from 1922 onwards and was a close admirer and disciple of Admiral 
CANARIS. ICTSU.1 was involved in the 20 July Plot, although Antral 
Registry files did not indicate to what extent. He served with the 
Prussian police from 1922 until 1936 and durin e this time conducted 
espionage against Poland, where he was imprisoned from 1931 .until 1933. 
t;OTZ;tf served as chief of the Abwehr Aussenstelle I «STi*i3uT(0 from 19 3? 
until the German invasion of the USSR. He then became a FAK leader and 
served as chief of AST KOEKIUSBERG after 1*2. In connection with the 
vetting of X-933-HQ in 1951, was named as an employee of a Ub 

intelligence agency in SAD HOMSERG. He has also been reported on pre- 
SSl^S soufce X-899-HQ as an employee of the Gehlen organization in 
charge of the establishment of sleeper nets. There are lengthy inter- 
rogation reports on NOTZKT in the Central Registry which can be made 
available to your region for study if so desired.

m ORGANIZATION AND FUNCTIONS OF THE GERM AN INTELLIGENCE SERVICE 
I. INTRODUCTION. 

The German intelligence organization, headed by the former German General 
Reinha r d GEHLEN a nd supported by the United States Government for more than 
eight years, is called, in this study, "The German Intelligence Service" (CIS) 
for simplicity and clarity of identification. This term isjutilized to clearly 
distinguish the German organization from any American staff or organization 
with which it has been associated. It has at this time no official status 
with the government of the German Federal Republic; there is no intention of 
cloaking this organization with official status by use of the title "The 
German Intelligence Service." This term, however, is not inappropriate with 
respect to the structure and functions of the Gehlen Organization} for a 
number of years it has, in fact, been a well-rounded German Intelligence 
Service. 

The purpose of this brief study is to answer the requests of several 
U.S. agencies for basic information regarding the structure, functions and 
leading personalities of the Gehlen Organization. 
II. HISTORICAL DEVELOPMENTS. 

General Reinhard GEHLEN, the German G-2 on the Eastern Front from 1942 
to April 1945, was the initiating force in the establishment of this organ- 
ization. The implementation of his plan, conceived during the last years 
of World War II, was initially supported by the United States Army under the 
immediate direction of the G-2 of the U.S. Forces in Germany. The size of 
the organization that existed at the end of 1946 has been estimated at 
between three and four thousand members— a figure that included both staff 
and agent personnel. Since no accurate records were kept during the chaotic 
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postwar years nothing .ore than an estimate is poAble. B-2 sponsorship 
continued until 1 July 1949- At that tine the responsibility for the organ- 
Ration was transferred to the Central Intelligence Agency at th. Department 
of the Amy-Central Intelligence Agency level. 

Although there is son* evidence that the organization was given an 
interim counterintelligence mission in early 1946 pending a Washington 
decision on the future of the organization, it is quite clear that the pro- 
cured of military intelligence on Soviet and Satellite Forces was the 
original purpose of the operation. 

The present TT.S. policy of supporting the organization in its efforts 
• to be accepted as the official German Intelligence Service by the Federal 
Republic was developed gradually during the years following the transfer to 
the Central Intelligence Agency in 1949- Since developments during the 
period 1949-54 are well known to the U.S. agencies who will receive this 
report, further comment on this period of the history of the German Intel- 
ligence Service is omitted. 
III. PRESENT ORGANIZATION AND STRUCTURE. 

During eight to nine years of U.S. support and sponsorship, during 
»hlch time' the U.S. sponsors gradually came to consider the organization as 
a German Intelligence Service held in U.S. "trusteeship," the present 
structure has developed a professional status and political position which 
oa ke its transfer to the Federal Republic a probability. At present it has 
1250 salaried employees who are either full or part-time staff members or 
cleared consultants. This figure does not include agents, sources and 
other persons, many of whom are German nationals, involved in CIS operations. 
In East Germany alone there are approximately 500-600 persons in these 
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categories. 



The present organization includes all the staffs and activities that 
are normal aotivities of a well-rounded national intelligence service of 
this size. Although reorganizations have been frequent, changes hare been 



terms of the efficiency and professional capability of the organization. 
The administrative developments have been influenced by the civil servloe 
structure in the German government. For example, salaries and the payment 
of travel, per diem and dependency benefits have, for several years, been 
consistent with existing laws of the Federal Republic. "STAFF" status 
today implies a definite administrative and security status that sets the 
individual staff menber aside from the variety of contacts, friends and 
agents of the CIS. 

17. TEE MISSION OF THE GERMAN INTELLIGENCE SERVICE. 

The mission of the German Intelligence Service is to produce current 
intelligence related to u*.S. -established intelligence requirements. Within 
this broad objective the efforts of the GIS are directed primarily at the 
German-speaking areas of Central Europe which are currently under the con- 
trol of the USSR. This mission includes specific requirements for military, 
economic, political, scientific and technical information required to deter- 
mine the potential to the Soviet orbit of the German-speaking denied areas. 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Hungary are target areas that enjoy equal 
priority with the GDR and Soviet-occupied Austria in the GIS mission; 
however, as a practioal mutter we currently regard the GIS as primarily a 
major source of intelligence information on the Oeroan-opeaking areas. 



evolutionary in character and have, as /rule, resulted in improvement in 
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The U.S. policy of supporting the development of a well-rounded 
national intelligence service to be eventually transferred to the Federal 
Republic inherently contains the tacit recognition and approval of the 
necessity for the GI3 to be increasingly sensitive to the short and long- 
range intelligence requireaents of the Federal Republic. Within the Soviet 
orbit these requirements in the past few yeare and currently appear to 
coincide generally with those of the United States. In other friendly 
and neutral areaa in which U.S. and Federal Republic intelligence require- 
ments may not be identical, the CIS has been in close touch with German 
authorities in planning future CIS activities in those areaB. In some 
areas, cooperation between the CIS and the Federal Republic appears to 
have gone beyond the planning stage and the establishment of GIS-sponsored 
personalities under both official and economic cover has provided a basis 
for future intelligence activities in those areas. 

In general, there has been no evidence of the GIS conducting active 
espionage operations directed at any of the Western European or HATO 
countries. The GIS has no mission from its U.S. sponsors to engage in 
espionage outside of the Soviet orbit. 
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The oonduct of counterespionage operations directed against hostile 
services is a mission of the CIS. Our general C3 requirement is for any 
and all information on eastern intelligence services, to Include organizations 
physical installations, personnel (staff, service elements and agents), 
targets, methods of operations and communications (including cyphers and 
secret writing). In the order listed, priorities given the CIS are the SfS, 
the SRIS in East Germany, the SHIS in Test Germany, the Hungarian and Czeoh 
IS, and other satellite intelligence services. 

Although not specifically a mission of the CIS, the preparation of 
estimates and studies for U.S. agencies has been and will continue to be a 
major GIS activity. CIS military, economic, transportation and scientific 
and technical studies and estimates have been prepared at the request of 
various U.S. agencies which receive the GIS product. Many of these esti- 
mates and studies have received favorable evaluation and are evidently of 
value. Political estimates prepared by the GIS, primarily at the request 
of the Federal Republic, are considered of more limited value to U.S. 
customers, except insofar as they reflect the political climate within the 
GIS specifically and the Federal Republic in general. 
V. HEADQUARTERS ORGANIZATION OF THE GERMAN INTELLIGENCE SERVICE. 

In assembling his organization immediately following the complete defeat 
of Germany at the end of World War II, GEHLBN relied chiefly upon the 
personal relationships and general solidarity with (a) the German General 
Staff and (b) the German Abwehr. Although the organization, doctrine and 
methodology of the German Intelligence Service is strongly influenced by 
the experiences of the German G-2 on the Eastern Front in World V7ar II, 
many of the older and perhaps more deeply rooted traditions and practices 
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of the German General Staff and the German Abwehr have continued to play 
significant roles in the CIS. Staff procedures and the function of com- 
mand within the CIS clearly reflect the military influence. However, eight 
years of experience and experimentation in the adjustment of GGS and Abwehr 
conoepts to an intelligence organization have produced compromises that 
satisfactorily combine the best influences of the GGS and the old Abwehr 
with the lessons learned, often the hard way, during the past years. Also, 
consistent with the aim of developing a centralized CIS (as opposed to a 
0-2 organization) GEHLEN has been engaged during the past five years in 
broadening the basis of his effort through the employment of staff special- 
ists competent in non-military fields. This has, in turn, had considerable 
effect on the substance of the work carried out} the form of the organ- 
ization has been less effected and remains essentially military. 

GEHLEN, the Chief of the G1S, dominates the organization in both 
administrative and operational matters. Because he is an energetic and 
hard-working individual with a small personal staff which arranges his 
meetings, visitors, travel and correspondence efficiently and in detail, 
GEHLEB manages to be well informed and to exert a personal influence on many 
relatively detailed problems. Certain problems within the GIS receive 
detailed attention by GEHLEN because they are either (a) politically 
sensitive and potentially dangerous to the CIS or (b) his professional 
hobbies, (a) includes any matter that involves West German public person- 
alities and agencies, relations with representatives of other governments 
and matters related to the eventual transfer of the GIS to the Federal 
Republic. Technical aids and devices, improvements in equipment used in 
clandestine operations and the general field of counterespionage oper- 
ations receive, considerable detailed attention from him. In general, 
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however, QEHLEN leaves the routine, day-to-day operations and adminis- 
tration in the hands of his two actual deputies, KUZHLEIH and WEKDUHD. 

The Office of the Deputy, headed by the former General IffiLLENTHIH, 
is currently undergoing reorganization. MELLENTHM handled GIS West Ger- 
many liaison and contacts very effectively during the critical period 
1948-51. During 1952-53 MELLENTEIN became the actual working deputy to 
GEBLER — an arrangement that was never entirely satisfactory. Sinoe early 
1954 MELLEWTHTN, though still carried as the deputy, has been engaged 
mainjy with the recruitment and training of new staff personnel and re- 
organizing the GIS etaff training program. MELLEHTHIH ia known to he 
under consideration for a general officer assignment in the new German 
army. Also, he has teen mentioned as a possible candidate for a liaison 
assignment in Washington. 

The Headquarters Secretariat includes a small group of staff officers, 
administrative and secretarial assistants. In addition to the normal 
functions of a secretariat, this group, under GZHLEN's personal supervision, 
carries out liaison with the Federal Republic and maintains contact with 
several Western Intelligence Services. 

The GIS Headquarters Staff breaks down into (l) The Intelligence 
Directorate and (2) The Administrative Directorate and (3) a number of 
smaller special staffs. The Intelligence Directorate, headed by the former 
| b6 ]is a highly integrated staff structure which includes all 

offices responsible for the control of espionage and counterespionage oper- 
ations and the intermediate and final processing of the produot of such 
operations. | b6 ^]does exercise something very close to command with 
respect to the field organizations. He ie highly regarded by his 
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subordinates and enjoys the full support and confidence of GEHLEN. The 
Administrative Directorate, headed by the former (^J)^ ^ i« 

organizationally on an equal level with the Intelligence Directorate.

officers during the war and are today still in their lower forties. 

The Office of Communications includes both staff and operating com- 
munications offices. The Chief of Communications, the former L_bg_ \ 
is directly subordinate to G3HLEM and has both staff and command respon- 
sibilities. It is noteworthy that, in the CIS, staff communications, com- 
munications support of clandestine espionage operations and signal intel- 
ligence are all responsibilities of the Chief of Communications. 



The Security Office, headed by the former | b6 is concerned 

with staff and installation security. It is a very small staff with no 
operating personnel. Its functions cut across and rely upon the facilities 
of other staffs to a great/degree. | b6 | ia imraediHtely subordinate to 
GEHLEK. 

The Psychological Warfare Planning Staff is primarily a paper organ- 
ization. Since the CIS currently has no mission in this field, an active 
staff is not needed. Several individuals assigned to this|*taff are engaged 
in the analysis of basic material— some overt and some provided by the 
Intelligence Directorate— which is related to the field of W operations. 
After a legal CIS has been established, this staff will presumably be 
activated to plan and supervise the type of operations that formerly were 
the responsibility of Abteilung II of the German Abwehr. 

The Office of War Plans and Operations, headed by the- former General 

GUTTER, is both a staff and operating office. Physically and

administratively isolated from the rest of the CIS, this organization is 

concerned with planning the necessary measures for the CIS in the event 
of a war and for the planning and mounting of wartime operations. 

The Office of Codes and Cyphers, headed hy I b6 h° German 

specialist rather well known in his field-is located in Bonn and, as the 
name indicates, is responsible for providing the CIS with equipment and 
codes to ensure cryptographic security of ite administrative and oper- 
ational communications. This office ic directly subordinate to GEHLEN 
but worke in close coordination with the Chief of Communications. 

The Office of Policy and Operational Review is headed b y Walter SCHSKK, 
an elderly and experienced Abwehr officer who wae chief of collection dur- 
ing the period 1948-50. He functions primarily as an inspector general 
in operational and security matters. He is one of the "elder statesmen" 
of the CIS and has exerted considerable influence during the evolution of 
the present operational and training doctrines. 

The Office of Documentation and Production, headed by the former 
Colonel SICH2RER, provides documentation and technical aids to support 
clandestine operations. 

VI. FIELD ORGANIZATIONS OP THE GERMAN INTELLIGENCE SERVICE. 

The major field organizations of the CIS are located in Western Ger- 
many. The primary axis of communications for the main CIS effort into 
the GDR is, of course, Munich- Frankfurt-Berlin. There ia no major field 
organization in Test Berlin in spite of the fact that West Berlin is the 
main base of operations for the GIS. a secondary axis of communications 
of the CIS effort is Munich-Salzburg-Vienna. Numerically the operations 
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run from Vienna are insignificant when compared to the GIS effort based 

in Berlin. 

In Western Germany the CIS maintains major operating bases at Bremen 



(WORGITSKT), Darmstadt I b6 ~| and Munich | b6 The major effort 

of eaoh of these three bases is that part of tho Eastern Zone of Germany 
directly to the East. In some instances, these major bases have subsidary 
offices also located in Western Germany. Espionage operations are run by 
principal agents operating either across the sone boundary from Western 
Germany or across the sector boundaries in Berlin. In the latter case, 
the principal agent in Berlin is a representative of one of the major bases 
in Western Germany. The purpose of this organization is to deny the hostile 
services accessible centralized organization in Western Berlin. Thus, 
control of operations is effected via the channel Munich HEADQUARTERS - 
Operations Base West Germany-Principal Agent West Berlin-Agent in GDR. 
The channel by which timely reporting is effected is short-circuited from 
West Berlin to Munich. 

In the face of pressure from Western intelligence agencies and local 
officials in West Berlin, the GIS was, in 1953, forced to establish an 
identifiable and responsible senior representative in West Berlin to whom 
Western intelligence authorities and local Allied and German officials 
could turn in matters obviously involving the GIS. Thus, in 1953 the 
central office of communications, accessible to GOOES' s principal agents 
in West Berlin only via a system of cut-outs, was expanded to include a 
senior representative identified to Gorman authorities. The present repre-

directly in touch with German authorities. He continues to deal with

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Allied intelligence officials through the present American sponsor organ- 
ization. 

Berlin-Frankfurt and Vienna-Munich pouches are handled through American 
channels. Adequate radio communications between Berlin and the GIS Head- 
quarters in Munich are provided through Army facilities in Berlin and a 
baoe station under official German cover in the Munich area. 

In addition to the three major operational bases in Western Germany 
which have been mentioned in the above paragraph, several small groups 
whose operations are subject to oloser control by the headquarters are 
located in TJlm, Munich and Mannheim. These smaller elements are engaged 
in mounting operations into Czechoslovakia, Poland, running CE cases con- 
trolled by the headquarters or conducting operations against specialized 
S and T targets in the Bast Zone of Germany. 

GIS targets at which the Austrian-based operations are directed in- 
clude Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Soviet personnel stationed in Austria. 
These activities are coordinated with appropriate authorities in Austria. 

Although each of the GIS operating field bases has a CI/CE mission 
consistent with its area -and target interests, two small units-one in 
Munich and one in Mannheim-have an exclusive counterespionage mission 
and are under the close guidance of the CE staff in the headquarters 
Intelligence Directorate. 

VII. RELATIONSHIP OF THE HEADQUARTERS ABD THE FIELD ORGANIZATIONS . 

' The relationship of the field organization of the CIS with the head- 
quarters has been deeply influenced by a number of factors that prevailed 
during the postwar years in which the organization of the GIS was reoon- 
atructed. From 1946 until 1953 there was almost no rotation of personnel 

■ mm goo 
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between the he e dquarters and the field organisations. This -as partly 

the result of GEHLEH's policy, partly the product of inertia in the face 
of administrative difficulties. The administrative problem involved in 
the relocation of staff members and their families was an obvious deter- 
rent to any normal rotation program. The almost complete lack of either 
the means or a system for adequate background security checks on staff 
members in the early years dictated that a maximum degree of compartmen- 
tation be retained. Lacking either official or legal status, the problem 
of retaining control, discipline and solidarity within individual organ- 
izations could be solved only by personal leadership and reliance on 
earlier personal and professional relationships. Finally, it is clear that 
the CIS top staff was, from the outset, determined to minimize the exposure 
of SIS staff personalities to the American sponsors. All of these factors 
contributed to the unusually stable personnel situation that existed in 
each of the German elements during the period 1946 to 1953- During the 
past two years the practice of rotating staff members between field and 
headquarters assignments has become a more common practice. 
TUX. THE HOLE OP THE AMERICAN STAFF. 

During the formative years of 1946-47 the American staff consisted 
of a very small group of several officers and enlisted men who maintained 
the channel between the German organization and the 0-2 staff in Germany. 
Through this channel requirements and reports were passed; administrative 
and logistical support was arranged. During late 1947 and in 1948 the 
staff waa gradually expanded to the strength of 10 officers and 25 enlisted 
men, most of whom were engaged in providing support to the German organ- 
ization and operating the installation in Pullach which has, since

Items 
included for diacussion on the agenda, only one U) of whicn 
the detailed reaults are known, were: 

a. Preparation for the Organization' a ahift to 
Federal public service: while retaining strong leadership 
and extensive decentralization, will be attempted. 

b. A reorganization of the Gehlen Organization 
schooling system and relocation of same. The castle in which 
the school was formerly conducted will no longer be used, 
although proposed sites of the new location were not dis- 
cussed. In the future training will be primarily a local 
responsibility. The organization's "main school" will be an 
academy for advanced students, a graduate institute. The 
central school's director, (Piiu) von MELLENTHIN* . will su- 
pervise local training. Local school directors will be ob- 
ligated to report to von KELLENTHIN, who will both guide and 
assign directors to local administrations. In the ensuing 
debate, Local Director (Fnu) von LUTZ* expressed viewa con- 
trary to thoae of von MELLENTHIN. The latter believea, that 
to achieve uniform training programs, local training direo- 
tora muat be directly aubordinate to the central training 
chief, i.e., theae local directors must keep the chief in 
oloae touch with their departments in addition to getting 
their inetructiona from him.

East alffce. Our new report of facts is int ^^^ 1 ^£ mm 
the variety of intelligence services which are maintained by the Germans 
and aleo b> foreign powers. The nature of the subject do.., of course, 
preclude intrusion into the moat secret depths of these ^t.Ui«MO« 
agencies. Yet, a certain insight into the methods, extent and financial 
tacking is possible. 



In the Federal Republic of Germany, there are two official and 
one unofficial German intelligence organisations! The Federal Office 
for the Protection of the Constitution (including the Land Offices for 
the Protection of the Constitution) and the Counter Intelligence De- 
partment of the Blank Office, as well as the so-called -Agency Gehlen". 

The Federal Office for the Protection of the Constitution carries 
its name somewhat inappropriately. It is not the task of the Office - 
as you might think at first sight - to protect the oonstitutionj i.e., 
the Basic Law of the Federation and the constitutions of the Laender, 
and to prevent violations of the constitutional rights. Actually, the 
tasks of the office go much further. Administration, information and 
evaluation are the three main tasks it is concerned with. It is sub- 
ject to control by the Parliament and is administratively responsible 
to the Federal Ministry of the Interior. 

Since the installation of this office in 1949, the usefulness of 
this agency has been questioned again and again. During the past time 
in particular, it turned out that even the Federal Chancellor Dr. Konrad 
ADENAUER obtained information from the office whioh was by no means true 
and correct. The office was also accused of not employing first-class 
personnel, and even of operating inefficiently. 
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With a certain ironical, superior air, experts of the old oounter- 
intelligence agencies criticized the activities of the office and called 
the President of the office a beginner and an ignoramus. For the un- 
initiated person, it is difficult to judge in how far this criticism 
was justified. It is certain, however, that people expected too much 
from the office, considering the small financial means which were put 
at its disposal. 

The Chief of the Bavarian Land Office for the Protection of the 
Constitution, Government Director Otto KUHZ, talked about the practices 
of the office in an interview. Aooording to his statements, the opera- 
tions of the Offioes for the Protection of the Constitution look rela- 
tively harmless, and not much is to be noticed of the mystery whioh 
traditionally surrounds intelligence services. This office is also 
divided into the legal and administrative section, the information 
department, and the evaluation department. The information department 
mainly consists of confidential people (people like to call them "agents ). 
With certain justification, the offices for the Protection of the Con- 
stitution can be reproached for lack of experience and also for the fact 
that they are operating as an apparatus of officials - with all its 
shortcomings, faults, and deficiencies. 

After the defection of Dr. JOHH to the East Zone, the Federal 
Government decided to effect a thorough reform of the Federal Office 
for the Protection of the Constitution. It is difficult to predict 
whether it will still be possible to find a satisfactory solution. 
Beoause in consequence of the case JOHN, this office obtained an ob- 
struction which it won't be able to shake off very quickly.

The Office Blank, which is still a purely provisional agency and 
does not have any ministerial authority, also disposes of a counter- 
intelligence department. Chief of this department is Achim OSTER, son 
of General OSTER, who as closest colleague of Admiral CAUARIS was exe- 
cuted after 20 July 1944. Due to the provisional nature of the Office 
Blank, the counterintelligence department oan also work on a small scale 
only. So far, the publio did not have any reason to deal with this de- 
partment, which lies in the best hands, more closely. It seems feasible, 
however, that it makes all preparations necessary to amplify its ac- 
tivities as soon as the EDC treaty is ratified. 

Mysterious Organization

The focus of espionage and intelligence services does naturally 
depend on the political situation.

1?^525~ «- respectable BREMEN coffee roasters are 
said to have purchased these import goods in an illegal manner. 
Allegedly, customs receipts were falsified in this connection. They 
froperJfpaS customs duty for one pound of coffee and then changed 
?he amoun? shown to 4,750 kg afterwards and the amount of customs 
duty paid to 57,000 marks. In other cases, blank customs receipts 
are said to have been furnished by bribed customs officials. 

There is no reference to the special nature of this ^e 1 ^* 
case, either in the indictment or in the court records. Even »o a * 
of the defense counsels did not know until shortly before the hearings 
that their clients would Justify themselves with an unlikely argument. 

These coffee imports are said to have been effected on request 
of a Secret Service. There is some talk that the organization 
"GEHLEN" drew money from these transactions. But all that is no* 
more than a rumor for the uninitiated person. 

It is a fact, however, that hearings were always held in camera. 

It is a fact that the public was excluded for a period of 20 
minutes in the middle of the prosecutor's plea. 

It is a fact that the defense counsels used the argument, the 
Munioh press had been silent about the case so far as a result of the 
influence exercised by the Secret Service. (This report proves that 
that is not true. The Editors) 

It is also a fact that the records of this trial were requested 
by the DS High Commission without any indication of reasons, that they 
were withheld from German courts for more than half a year, and were 
then, with just as little ado, turned back to the German Diotrict 
Court for further processing. 

It is beyond question, that connections of a "state-endangering" 
nature were really mentioned during the hearings. It seems to be Just 
as certain, however, that the prosecutor does not attach any importance 
to these connections as far as this trial is concerned, because he 
requested considerable imprisonment sentences for those accused. The 
prosecutor applied for penalties between four and fourteen months. On 
the other hand, he requested that Michael von ALSCRTBAJA be acquitted. 
Justification: He had only taken part in the transactions as a "for- 
warding agent" without knowledge of the origin of the goods. 
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The President of the Second Penal Chamber, State Court Director 
Dr. WEIDENSLAUPER, hopes that the sentence of this case can be pro- 
nounced without another hearing in canera. Maybe, the strange veil 
of nystery lying orer the trial will then be lifted.

The Effect of the JOB* Case Upon OfH 

1. Three or four @*s~ after tU dissppearance of Otto JOHM, the Ve^aer-n ^ 
press begen to report the erreet of lemil hundred western intelligence agents by 
KR security organs as • direct result of JOHJf'e defection. Coordination saong 
allied intelligence agencies soon revealed these report* to be entire!/ untrue. 
With one single exception (in vhich JOHB is believed to have heard the name of a 
0E2UJBN agent located in Poland, but probably cannot reneaber It), such reports auet 
be false in connection vlth OEKLSN organisation agente since tfHM had no access at 
any time to OEHIZH organisation operational data. To the best of our knowledge, 
no veetern intelligence agent has to this date been arrested by hoetlle security 
author itiee es a result of Information pro Tided by JUHB. furthermore, the eastern 
press hss claimed no ouch arrests. Considering the feet that the hostile 
ganda machine has shown no previous hesitation to sake false claim* of 
when such claims suited their current propaganda line, failure to exploit »HM in 
this Banner is probably a signifiesnt indicator of eastern intentions with respeet 
te utilisation of JOB*. Early reports claiming that the DEB press had received 
strict instruction* not to claim agent arrests on the basis of information obtained 
froa JOHM appear to be confirmed by actual development*. ^ 
2. Beginning 1 August 19A the eastern press did undertake a relatively modest , 



of exposing western agents. This expoee wai 
te of Gerha rd EAPAHHP, a OBHLBI organisation agent who was doubled by the BfB 
at an indeterminate date and who fled to the east during April 1953. In point of 
fact, the ststements attributed to KAPAHHD concerned at least 
of arrests, the oldest dating back to January 1951,. KAPAHMD, himself, 
of a ooapartBatntalised Q EH LEW field unit in Berlin. It is entirely inconceivable 
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that ha was aware of the agent relationships which he i. allied to have recall. 
Aside fro* the personalities of hi. own field unit. KAPAHBKE knew only on. of the 
neae. he is said to have exposed, and that nam. (Ml BAHH) was known to hi- through 
n^epaper artlclea. The contrived nature of the campaign is further indicated * the 
fact that several agent nan*, which were known » KAPAHMKE were not publicised, al- 
though several of thee, persons ar. known to have been arrested. It is gratifying 
to a certain extent that in spite of the confused state of mt of the we.t«rn press, 
certain newspapers .av through the propaganda -jrick described above and nicely 
analyst it (notably Neue Zeitong of 13 Aug. ft). (&< ' 

3. As we stated to our higher headquarters on 6 August ft, the ea.tern release. 
W re an inaccurate association of past flaps pr.eented pursly for propaganda effect 
and obviously tis*d to compound tbe confusion resulting froa the JuHN sffair. V. 
further noted that the DIS paper, carefully avoided actuary connecting JOHH with the 
KAPAHNKE expose, and the association was only r.ade in the western press. This fact 
confirmed th. ispr.sslon that eastern exploitation of J-HN is not likely to be on the 
level of intelligence revelations and agent exposes. -It wculd app.ar probable fro. 
the tining of the alleged KAPAKI7 V D s;avejr.ent that it represented a coordinated east- 
ern propaganda reaction designed to relieve :he pressure which must have developed 
mong the eastern press at the time of th. JOHK defection for sensational spy ring 
developments. The campaign also served the useful (for the east) purpose of com- 
pounding press confusion. Since th. attack was ccnc.ntrated against the QEHIi-H organ- 
isation, it might further be assumed that the east was attesting to counteract the 
inpetus inadvertently given to legalisaUon of th. GEfLEN organization by JOBW defec- 
tion. This impression is strengthened by the recent eastern revelation of the arre.t 
(dale unknown) of two further group, of ostensible omi£H agents in the DCR, since 
neither group con be identified as a OEKUEH net. Along this MM line is the entirely 
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groundless Czech radio report of 6 August concerning the arrest of "dosene" of VERIER 
agents in Chechoslovakia. 

h. Since the JOHN case, there has been only one relatively eerioue CEHLKN 
Organisation security case in the Soviet Zone, involving the arrest of eight per» 
eons. The background of this case is known, and involves the doubling by the 
Soviets of a radio agent. The case has no possible connection to the JOHN affair. 

$. (a) All of the above eerves merely to emphasise the fact that regardless 
of eastern propaganda claims, the OBBUEM organisation has not and will not suffer 
specific operational losses ss a direct result of any information provided by JOHN, 
since JOHN is simply not in possession of such information. Obviously, the next 
iinportant question is to what extent and in what manner the defection of a person 
at the JOHN level will affect future operations. We have no adequate answer to 
this question. A reasonable conclusion, upon first consideration, would appear 
to be that the impact of apparent treachery at such a high level would 'Jaw virtual 
panic into ciirrent and prospective agent psrsonnsl. The effect of any such initial 
impact has undoubtedly already diminished eince in spite of the KAPAKNKE diversion, 
it is fairly obvious by now that no wholesale roundups are being made, and that ex- 
ploitation of JOHN seems to be entirely in the political sphere. 

(b) Although the primary purpose o: this political exploitation would not 
appear to be the disaffection of actual or potential agents, we have the impression 
that this may in fact produce the most serious operational results to be expected 
from the JOHN case. In short, the general weakening of the western position as 
indicated by such defections will undoubtedly reduce the number of people willing 
to work for the west. It should be stated, however, that we have no comparable 
experience upon wbioh to base an estimate of agent reaction. 

(c) On a somewhat different level, — it may be pointed out that contrary 



to our own expectations, the grievous operational losses suffered by the 0ERL8B organ- 
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isation during the latter part of 1*53 and early 1;5U did not seriously couplicato 
or hinder agent handling or recruiting problems. We can only explain this in terns 
of several relatively intangible factors. There was a feeling on the part of sods 
ideologically motivated agent that "now core than aver" their own efforts were 
iarportant, but this factor is iufossible to evaluate properly. Perhaps even more 
intangible, but yet nore significant, is the fact that noit agents tend to under- 
© value te and alnoot to ignore the dancers to their own security even in spite of 
the arrest of others. These and sioilar factors preswuably are still valid. It 
can probably be assumed aleo that M>st agents are suffieiently intelligent to know 
that there is greater actual immediate danger inber.nt in a serious operating level 

flap than in a 4081 case. 

(d) It wight therefore be concluded that the overall negative effect of the 

JODi case on (HBItt operations should be less than the damage suffered in the opera- 
tional flaps publicized at the beginning of thia year - this refers only to undetect- 
able effects likely to influence retention and recruitwent of agents, and not to 
actual agent arrests). Ke are, however, reluctant to draw thia conclusion in the 
fora of a flat prediction, because the effect of the political facers involved in 
the JOHN car* cermet be foreseen.

The "Great General Staff", whose 
chief had been directly responsible to the Kaiser, was never again to arise. 



The plan of Versailles tolerated only a "Troop Office" within the 
Army leadership of the Rational Defense Office, whose chief was at two 
removes, the Army leadership and the Minister of Rational Defense, from 
the head of the state. The Versailles terminology recognised also no 
■General Staff officers", but only "Leader's aides" (Fuehrergehilfen) and 
-Leader's staff officers" (Tuehrerstabsoff isiere) a fact which ten year, 
later was to show itself a macabre pun. 
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Although, in the old army, aspirants had volunteered themselves for 
examination as new blood for the General Staff, Colonel General von Seekt 
introduced obligatory examinations for all Reichswehr officers, who had 
matured as Senior first lieutenants, according to each Army district comw 
Whoever, known not under his name, but only under hi. ..rial number, qualified 
thr ouch' well -written work in the so-called "Army District Bxam" was ordered 
off for -Leader' e Aides Training" by the Army District Command.

Then too, weapons-engineering and Xconomic Geography, history and 
sport, political science and technical manageaent problems had their place 
in the curriculum of the War Academy: the criterion for qualification for 
duty with the German General staff was. ever .inc. the days of von Hoi tke 
and Schlieffen/ the "Coup D'oeil", the swift comprehension of tactical or 
strategic situations, the quick and promptly confirmed operational decision. 

iaong the approximately fifty officers of the German army who were 
posted ^the General Staff in 1935 was the SchweidniU Artillerist Oehlen. 
who in 1934, in hi. 18th year of service, became a captain. After a year 
of probation he was permanently assigned to the General Staff and wa. 
allowed to put on the red trouser-.tripe. the eymbol of that arcane .oldier- 
caste in which the field-gla.»ee ware spectacle., the weapon was the char- 
coal pencil, reputation was obscurity and wherein, frequently, tne War 
decoration was only the .ervlce cro.e. 

Tor each young General Staffer there were two serious decisions: waa 
he to embark on a career in the ■General Staff of the Army", or be relegated 
to General command or the division staff? And; wa. he to gain entrance to 
the coveted operations section which in peacetime worked out the attack 
plans and in war directed the operations of large army corp., or must he 
busy himself with svojjply and transport, training and organisation, •»» 
the system of regulations, military history or enemy situation.. A cardinal 
rule for general staff ere indicated that one .hould hare nothing to do with _ 
lingui.tic knowledge, for the consequence was that on. would find himself 
posted to the little deeired station of Ic-officer. the expert on enemy 
affairs Helnhard Gehlen took this well-known rule to heart, and wita 
result.. Hi. first general .taff aasignmeat was a. adjutant at *ain Head- 
quarter. I of the General Staff of the Army, which was the representative 
of the chief of the general .taff, to which was also assigned Detachment I. the 
operations Motion. 
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With the sections 3 (Foreign Armies West) and 12 (foreign Armies 
Bast) Captain Oahlen of the general etaff had no connection, since they 
were attached to Main Headquarters IT. Oehlen was. after a year of duty as 
adjutant, transferred to the operations section, which was headed by General 
yon Manstein, and after another year in the 1 Section, Oehlen transferred 
to the ground fortifications section, which was dereloped from the opera- 
tions section. 

In the aeanwhile Captain Oehlen had reached his 18th year of serrlee 
without erer baring led a separate unit. The usual troop duty stood before 
bin, and it happened by chance that General Manstein, on 1 April 1938 took 
orer as commander of the 18th Infantry Division, to which Artillery Beginent 
18, from AB 3, Oehlen' s basic unit, had been sent. As chief of Battery 8 
of AR 13 in Liegnits, Manstein again saw his general staff 



This battery, so willed Gehlen's destiny as a soldier, was to be the 
largest troop unit he was erer to command, although he was predestined to 
rise to the rank of general. 



Among his fellow battery commanders, with their rery new Lieutenant 
and Jiret Lieutenant commissions in the new Vehrnacht, Captain Oehlen found 
hiaeelf standing, 37 years old, like a museum-piece from the time of the 
Beichswehr. In the war in Poland, Oehlen marched as a major and Tirst 
General Staff officer of a Division, (la), a division which shows by its 
high numerical designation (213) that it was oemposed, not of the active 
elite, but of the hone guard. The whole division staff numbered no more 
than three active officers. 

The military history of the Polish campaign noted no glory for 
divisional la Major Oehlen, but his friends and patrons at Army General 
Staff had not forgotten him. Be was called back, and functioned next aa 
liaison officer to various armies: to the 16th of General Busch, where ao 
hard a man as General Model was chief of the general staff, and later to 
the Penser Groups of Hoth and Cuderian. 

The diplomatic talent which Gehlsn, showed as liaison officer stirred 
the chief of the General Staff, Colonel General Balder, to make him his 
adjutant. And later on it pleased Oehlen, after his term as adjutant, to 
be called fcack to the operations section, whose leadership the then Colonel 
Beuslnger, who is today in the Blank Office, the top 
Republic, took over.

Oehlen was the leader of toe East-Group in the operations section. 
It was the tine of the Panser attack in the Xaat. The Army Group von Lesb 
broke through in three months of war to Lake Lagoda, the Army Group von 
Bock fought the basin-battle from Bialystok to Minsk. Smolensk, and wja 
toe Bundstedt reached to the Mius and the peninsula of Kertsch. 
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It was not a time la which the situation on the enemy side was much 
•tout. In the Fuehrer' • headquarters, the classic Fuehrer-word 
was in force: "that this enemy lie* right on the floor and will nerer 
arise again." It was a time in which, in the general staff section 
■Foreign Armies last" , general staff prominence was not to be gained. 

In peacetime this section evaluated the secret material concerning 
the armament, strength, structure, and stationing , of the armies of the 
foreign powers to the east which Admiral Canarls had procured through his 
Office Foreign Country/ Counter Intelligence in the Supreme Headquarters 
of the Wehrmacht. It coordinated obserrations of attaches, publications 
in books and newspapers, geographical patterns, economic statistics, and 
documentary reports, in order to give a picture of management, from the 
point of wiew of preparedness and military potential, in the lands to the 
east of the German border. 

tte product of the section "Foreign Armies Bast- in the OXH (Ober- 
kommando Eeeres - Supreme Headquarters of the Army) was a general staff 
analysis, not espionage. 

In wartime, there were delivered to the section "Foreign Armies last" 
the cominuni cations concerning the situation on the enemy's aids, which the 
Ic officers (the experts on enemy-situations on the division, Corps, Army, 
and Army Croup staffs) had put together on the basis of reconnaissance

In the leaderlesB army - Hitler had removed von Brauchitsch 
hi a a elf nominal commander-in-chief of the army - the section "Foreign Armies 
last" could only seldom get itself a hearing. In Hitler's military intui- 
tions the enemy situation played only a subordinate role, Ihe chief of the 
section, a eolonel linsel, was scarcely known by name in the Fuehrer's 



In the Judgment of the value of general staff analysis of enemy 
situations there first occurred positive change when in the winter of 1941- 
1942 the front clamped shut on Leningrad and Ouderiaals armor spearhead 
ground to a halt at Tula. For the change to the real Judgment Colonel 
Ilnxel did not last as chief of the operations asction. Hs was relisved 
by Colonel Oehlen - who was nam about forty years old - and who now for 
the first time in his life came into contact with the straight variety of 
secret service fractions. 

lot without astonishment did he learn, from the mouth of his predecess- 
or, that no action for operational planning had been taken with the reports 
which the men of his section had put together during the course of a year. 
Colonel Oehlen. who. in his twenty-two years of servlcs, except for his 
cavalry and artillery duty, had done nothing else but work out general 
staff problems, was not willing to attack his new task as anything else but 
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something with an operational meaning. The precondm&nV tfl*reto were already 
fixed, inasmuch aa the OZV-Offlce Foreign land./ Conn terintelliganos of idalral 
Oanaria, whose duty was the collection of secret intelligence, found itself in 
a double pressure. The agent nets which had been built up in peace tine, partic- 
ularly in the territory of the enemy himself, were, as a result of the war 
conditions, more and more shriveled up. The especially keenly sought informa- 
tion on the operational plans and movements of the enemy could be delivered 
only in insufficient scope. 



, Himmler>s Reich's Main Security Office (RSHA) with the 
Security Service (SD) of SS Group Commander Heydrich and the Foreign Lands/ 
Counter Intelligence Office of SS Brigade leader Schellenberg - the secret 
political foreign intelligence service of the SS - questioned the competence 
of idalral Canaris and cut him off in the occupied territories and the homeland 
sones from the connections end bases for operational secret service work. 

The political battle between Canaris on the one hand and Himaler, Heydrich, 
sad 8e4ellenberg on the other, aggravated the organisational chaos which ruled 
without precedent in the German secret service: admiral Canaris 1 Office in the 
OCW gave the information which it had gained, unevaluated and essentially with- 
out comment, to the competent general staff sections in the three Wehraacht 
districts, in which the only Judgment as to how the information was to be 
evaluated, and what credence was to be placed in it for military decisions 
was made. A Head-organisation of the political -military intelligence service 
did not edst in Germany. The organisational eplintering completely matched 
the effectiveness of the services. 



From the CSV Office Foreign Lands/ Counter Intelligence itself, shortly 
before the calling back of Gehlen, came the stimulus to shift one part of the 
secret police effort from the Abwehr to the Ic-Sectione of high staffs. The 
intelligence service in-put and the evaluation of the yield waa to be co- 
ordinated in the sections "Foreign Armies last" and "Foreign Armies West." 

The Ic-service, the enemy situation-division, had Indeed in aocordancs 
with the German officer-mentality, always been the weakest point on the staff. 
In peace-tine this service existed practically not at all, and in wartime, often, 
linguistic knowledge, or a schoolteacher's knowledge of foreign countries was 
considered valuable for the post of Ic Officer, a post which in truth called 
for high general staff qualities. 

It was considered valuable also as a rule to assign capable officers to 
the Ic posts on higher staffs, and further, to give these officers an instru- 
ment for them to keep their newly conceived occupation in hand. 

Colonel Gehlen'e development in this activity with the Army Groups on the 
Sastera Front was so very forceful, that within a year after he had taken over 
his post, the Ic officers of the Main headquarters of the army groups had at 
thair disDOsal so-called "front-line reconnaissance troops" of regimental

Section III, 
which thru its ■Abweh^■ activity gave the whole service ite innocuous name, 
had the duty of fighting against foreign intelligence services and reducing 
their effectiveness, and. as well, through their own Confidential people 
(T-«en, confidential informants) to penetrate the 



Corresponding to this make-up, the frontline reconnaissance groups were 
divided into three commands, I, II, and III. The Sue Group (Buestungsauf- 
klaemug - Armament intelligence) was newly founded* Inch disaster which 
filed down Admiral C snarls' Abwehr increased by that much the power of Gehlen's 
own service, since in Kay 1944 Hlmmler and Sc hell en berg succeeded in having 
Admiral Canaris removed and the leadership of the military secret service was 
turned over from the Supreme headquarters of the Vehrmacht to the Office TI of 
the Belch's Main Security Office. Cehlen had in the Bast the only extant Army 
Intelligence Service, which, under the cloak of the General Staff and the Ie 
service of the General Staff, could carry on its work relatively undisturbed. 
Gehlen, who according to the classic capacity of his General Staff function, 
had been the enemy situation official on the Eastern Trent had become, in 
practice the Abwehr chief of the eastern theatre of operations. 

Above all, Gehlen succeeded in breaking with the principle according to 
which officers under forty who were fit for field operations should not be 
assigned to Abwehr functions. The frontline reconnaissance troops - 
recognised as tight-knit units. 



For their service also the formula which the chief of the American eecret 
service in the second world war, General Donovan, had coined was applicable: 
■Eighty percent of intelligence is hard work and the other twenty percent 
fells into the sector which the novel and the film portray.* 

The Ic officers of ths Army and Army Group staffs fitted together in 
painstaking precisian work the results of statements by prisoners, the results 
of scouting missions of their own groups, knowledge of opposing units, which, 
for instance, the units to which prisoners belonged provided, knowledge from 
monitoring which the Badio Monitoring Service provided, serial numbers and 
recognition signals from captured weapon • and equipment and thousands of other 
mosaic stones, to put together a picture of the enemy's strategic, morale, and 
armament-technical situation. 

Of course, the intelligence work did not dispense with the romance end 
danger of the films. Even in the year 1944, for example, it succeeded in 
directing, from the German front, which was in the neighborhood of Vitebsk, in 
directing an agent to search for military secrets at Gorki - 400 km beyond 
Moscow, 900 km beyond the German front. 
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For such tasks not German soldiers, but Russian volunteers from the 
Vlassow Army or Russians from the occupied territories , were used* 

The German combat intelligence people led the Russian who was sent to 
Gorki in 1944 through the lines in the nighttime. In a Russian uniform he went 
over to the enemy Installation and announced himself with the proper papers to 
the competent Russian staff at the front as a major of engineers with the 
mission of examining the Russian aine fields. At the next higher enemy staff 
he had already changed his rank markings so as to appear, with written confirm- 
ation, as a high political officer on a special control mission. 

In his identification bag he carried an envelope sealed with Soviet seals 
in the proper fashion, indicating that it was secret command matter which was 
to be opened only by the high headquarters of the Red Army which was noted 
thereon. In this sealed envelope were to be found nothing else but further 
sealed envelopes with documentary materials with the •stories" - for Arrival, 
target, Instructions, personal history -, which the agent had to take with him 
in order to travel from the Soviet front through Moscow to Gorki with a credible 
mission at all times and to have the proper personal, travel, billeting and food 
papers with him. 

The special difficulty for the Gorki courier lay in the fact that in accord- 
ance with his rank, high distinctions had to be attributed to him, with which 
he could succeed with subordinate elements of the army and the security force. 
But as a rule high honours were awarded for wounds received in front line duty. 
But the agent could not wait for the proper scare. However the agent was 
successful in each of the six cover stories which he had to employ on hie 
roundtrlp in making himself plausible on this ticklish point. 

■ 

The activity of the combat intelligence groups, the intensification of the 
Ic work by troop general staffs, and the development of the same section in the 
QE, placed General Gehlen in a position to furnish enemy situation products 
in such a fashion as had never before been reached in the German General Staff. 
The intention of the enemy, his order of battle, and his weapons, ware analysed 
with such precision that General Gehlen' s enemy situation map proved itself, 
customarily, a transfer-picture of the enemy's operations map. 

In the hands of a responsible leadership, these maps would have had not 
only battle-decisiveness but national political meaning as well. In a leader- 
less army, of course, in which General Staff Chiefs Zeitaleraad Ouderian, after 
the departure of Haider, were left helpless before the scrlbbllngs which Hitler - 
brought about on his operations map, the reports of Gehlen' s section had little 
higher value than as an end in themselves. Gehlen - in 1944 he was, at 43 
years old, promoted to major general - could make an impression on chief of 



operations Heusinger and the chiefs of the general staff, whose Judgnent of the 
situation descended to skepticism, but Hitler bellowed him aside. 
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In riev of the Hitler mentality, it was no wonder that nothing was more 
unwished for by the CCV officer than a situation report from the Foreign 
Armies Hast Section, Only three times did Gehlen himself report on the so- 
called "Fuehrer-Level, ■ for the rest, the chief of the general staff or 
Heusinger, as chief of operations, reported when the enemy situation was 
considered at all. 



Guderian, the last chief of the general staff, has, in his Memories of 
a Soldier , set down two scenes which are the only notices, up to the present 
time, which Gehlen hae received in the official war literature. On Christmas 
Bve 1944 he delivered a situation report to the Fuehrer's headquarters in 
Ziegenberg (Hesse): "My report described the enemy organization and strength 
situations.... The work of my section "Foreign Armies East" was a model and 
absolutely dependable. 1 knew its chief, General Gehlen, long enough to be 
able to judge his methods and his results. Gehlen 1 e predictions have proved 
This is an historical fact. Hitler saw the thing otherwise. He 



recognised the report of the section "Foreign Armies Sast" as a fake.... 



•This is the biggest bluff since Genghis Shan, 1 
this nonsense? «" 



he cried, 'who has dug up 



On 9 January 1945. Guderian again delivered a situation report In the 
Fuehrer's headquarters: "Gehlen had scrupulously worked out. concerning the 
enemy' 8 situation, the basic foundation, a map and exhibit which showed hie 
strength situation. Hitler flew into a greet rage when I laid these results 
before him; he declared them "really idiotic" and desired that I should 
immediately shut the reporter up in an insane asylum. Then rage gripped me 
and I told Hitler: "The reports come froc General Gehlen, one of my most able 
general staff officers. I would not have laid them before you if I had not 
made them my own. When you want General Gehl?n to case to an insane asylum, 
then shut me up there at the same time as well." I put this desire of 
Hitler's to relieve General Gehlen off bluntly. Frore then on the wildnesB 
grew quiet.' 1 

The section "Foreign Armies East" had now collected not only foundations 
for the operational leadership of the army groups, cut it also worked out in 
its Department II, special studies on the structure, strength and armament 
of the enemy armed forces, on the economic structure and manpower potential 
of the Soviet Ikion, on the armament transport and economic-geographical 
transport situation and planning, and on thousands of other specialized 
questions, which were of lasting importance for a judgment of the strengths 
of the enemy and his potentialities. The card files and the documents of 
the section "Foreign Armies East" were more than the equipment of a general 
staff section serving in the preparation of strategy. They were a complete 
secret service archive of the highest importance. 

Gehlen, who could Judge in the light of his material the coming catas- 
trophe and also the international complications after the collapse of Germany 
better than the German leadership and better than the greater part of the 
members of the Allied political leadership, gave thought very early to the 
question of how his material was to be saved. He could Judge the weakness, 
at that tine, of the American secret service, by the evidence of work on the 
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Soviet Ihion, and he could judge that the uniting of the Americans and the 
Soviets, through the meeting of armored spearheads .driving from last and Vest 
which was at that time the main topic of discussion in the soldiers' latrineB, 
would be treacherous. 

So Geblen determined to place the structural material of his card-files 
and documents on the Soviet Union in three portionings in different safe 
places in order, after the end of the war. to fill in with it the gaps in the 
material of the American secret Bervice. 

In the last phase of the retreat of the German leadership to the Alpine 
Eedoubt he divided the officers and cleared subordinates and enlisted men of 
his staff into three groups, and ordered them, after they were taken prison- 
er, to make no statements concerning their methods of operation, except on 
written orders from himself or hie group-chief. 

The general was situated, as the American armor drove through Bavaria 
for Prague, on the bare mountain pastures above the Schlier lake. Each 
morning before sunrise he scrambled up onto the mountain with the officers 
who remained with him, in the correct belief that the Americans would not 
scout further in the mountains than they could go by Jeep. 

In the likewise correct belief that tho Jeep patrols would take place 
by day, he returned at night to the hute on the mountain slope. 

But nevertheless one day the staffers remaining on the slope came under 
machine-pistol fire and since, shortly thereafter, a full company emerged on 
the slope, it was clear to the general that the time had come to stop his 
daily flight and to surrender to the nearest American force.. 

He showed from the very first hie own pay bo ok, and let himself be known 
as the chief of the section "Zoreign Armies Bast" of the General Staff of 
the Army. To his disappointment, the Acerican arresting officers in the 
officers' camp during his routine processing showed not the slightest interest 
in the information on the Soviet Union which possibly they could have collect- 
ed from the Soviet -Specialist who had fallen into their hands. After a month 
Gehlen first struck in Wiesbaden on an American general who worked on Abwehr 
against foreign secret services and found occasion for his own work to value 
the Gercan general 1 e knowledge of the Soviet secret service. 

Then in the course of time the Americans, after extended interrogations, 
saw in Oehlen a man who Judged their wartime allies, the Soviets, with real- _ 
ism, which clearly showed up from the slow routine of the Counter Intelligence 
Interrogator. (CIC) . an Abwehr service, which at that time in Germany searched 
only for Sails end war criminals; hs disclosed his secrets, the remainder of 
his colleagues, and the hideout of the documents which he had laid ' 



One week later, in the summer of 1945. Heinhard Oehlen. a handful of his 
officers, and his prominent treasure of card files were flown to Washington. 
First, after he was extensively interviewed in the Pentagon end his informa- 
tion stored away in documentary fashion, he was transported back to Germany. 
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Tor the Abwehr general to whom he bed f iflTVopened hlmaelf^. and _ w ho now 
attended to Mb again, there was no rest in the tine that followed, for in 
Oehlen a nan sat behind the barbed wire, who showed hi* how the eecrete of 
the Soriet Oaion were to he Bought out, while previously the American Ihwehr 
received next to nothing more on the Soviet Union than fragmentary attache' 
reports. First of all, for hie own purpose the Abwehr General developed a 
Oar man etaff -section for work on material concerning the Soviet tfaion and its 
power. 

With Oehlen at the head, this staff settled in an American restricted 
sone near Frankfurt. Financed by the fat dollars of the American Abwehr, the 
seetiea "Forsign Armies East" of the German General Staff enjoyed a 
tion behind Amerioan barbed wire. 



As Washington later sanctioned this foundation. Oehlen placed his require- 
ments for his further cooperation: 

His staff should work under his exclusive leadership, with a regular 
budget, as a pure German organisation. 

Wo somber should have to work against German interests. 



Oatil the setting up of a German government Gahlen himself was to be 
guardian of its interests in the field of secret service, after its establish- 
ment he would feel himself responeible to it. 



The Americans accepted; the organisation Oehlen was founded. 

For secret service work in the Soviet Zone of Germany they needed more- 
over a German instrument; and for work in the Soviet Union itself and its 
satellites the Oehlen staff was superior to them in experi* 



The Oehlen officers traveled later, together with their families, from 
behind the African barbed wire in Frankfurt to Pullach on the bank of the 
Iear near Munich, near the Orosshesseloher Todes-Brucke. 



The Pullach Compound encloses the 20 one -and two-family houses of a 
reservation for a children's home first founded under the nemo of ■ Rudolf -He ss- 
Siedlung" (a group of dwelling units) and a number of war-time supply- barracks 
which lie carefully concealed from enemy sight under the trees. The genius 
loci (proper essence of a place) of a headquarters prevails. 



The children of the German personnel, including the four children of 
Beinhard Oehlen, went in the beginning to an improvised camp-school. The 
families were as good as completely cut off from the outside world. 
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The Pullacher-Secret was, for a ItSag tine, kept from the 
occupation authories themselves by all possible 



In the meanwhile, of course, the families have long since moved 
the compound, because since 1950 German insiders hare known the secret," and 
apparently for a longer tine the enemy has known that, in Pullach a spear] 
staff of an autonoaous German secret service organisation was working, a 
staff which informed on Sastern regions. The staff has grown to such an 
extent that in the houses of the area and the barracks there 
room for dwellings, school or community. 



Che casip is guarded by a German guard organization whose green-gray 
uniform is similar to the duty uniform of the Bavarian State police, accord- 
ing to the "Stars and Stripes" Heinhard Gehlen has raised the black-red-gold 
national colors. Since the Illustrated-Beporter presented itself at the camp 
gate for taking pictures in the vicinity, a sign appeared on the gate "Begging 
and Canvassing Prohibited." Another sign announced: "Turn off your headlights; 
turn on the light in your car." 

To pass the gate of the camp is not allowed to anyone who does not belong 
to the Gehlen staff or to the American liaison staff.* (*lf laborers or any 
other outsiders have anything to do in the compound, they are immediately 
photographed and must carry identification marks with their own picture in 
plain sight, in the fashion that is known in the American atom centers.) 
Bran the heads of the Foreign service of the Gehlen organisation, the "general 
representatives," have their aeetlngs with the "Doctor" (Gehlen) and the high- 
er ups of the staff outside the compound; the leading principle of the Gehlen 
organisation, as of any Intelligence organisation, is that as few as possible 
Of the members know one another. 

The internal cover-naae-code uses the terminology of an industrial firm. 
The headquarters in Pullach Is the "General direction." The foreign service 
la arranged by "General representatives," "District representatives," "Sub- 
representatives" and branch-offices. The branch office is the most subordin- 
ate echelon of the organisation working in our own territory. In secret 
service Jargon the leader of a branch office is called a "Chief T-man leader," 
for he maintains the lines of information of the T-people (Yertrauensleuten. 
Agenten - Confidential people. Agents) who have their station in the territory 
of the enemy. 

The popular idea of the "Agent-net" In enemy territory is incorrect for 
almost all the secret services of the world, but especially for the Gehlen 
organization. There exists, in the territory in which information is gather- 
ed, no circle or net. Ho 7-aan knows another; also no T-man knows his direct- 
ing branch office leader (T-man leader) on the other side of the territorial 
border. Bach Y-uan has only his Information line to the V-man leader, which 
individual, according to the Banner of transferring the material to be deliver- 
ed, has a postal connection, "a dead letter drop," or a "living letter drop," 
or a courier or radio connection. The only member of the organisation 
who the T-man know, is, possibly, the courier or the "live letter drop," 
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which latter of cootbc never lies in the territory in which the iafornation 
is collected itself. 

Concerning the inner organisation of the Gehlen service, its Xodus 
Operandi and .its recruiting of sources, the official bases of the Gehlen 
staff are not of course available. Documentary aaterial from the last Zone - 
that is, a publication of the defectee former Major and handling agent 
Hoeher - comprises, as the public true accounts of captured Gehlen people, 
a chaos of falsifications and phantasies. However, a reliable picture of the 
structure of the organisation, in consonance with its security, can be 
obtained. 

Ihe T-people are divided into P-8ources (Penetration Sources): T- 
people who have important positions in the parties, or the State or indus- 
trial aaaageaent. in the police or Military duty stations, and so forth. 
With their help the eneay'a network of forces shall be permeated. 

De-Source (Ueberprufungs-quellen - Ixanining sources): The Y-nan 
lives in the vicinity of the important target, or has access to it 
(Barracks, armament industry, rail and street junctions, Military training 
areas). He reports continuously what is going on in the target which he 
has observed. 

H- Sources (Heisequellen - Traveling sources) : The V-aan has the 
opportunity, through travel (undertaken because of his profession), to 
collect and deliver inforaation. 

Ill-Sources (Abwehr-Quellen - Counterintelligence sources): The T-aan 
has a position on the inside of an eneay espionage or counterintelligence 
organisation. With his help our own intelligence service penetrates the 
enemy's (so-called III-F-Caae) , in order to discover the enemy's intentions, 
his knowledge concerning our own service and so forth, and to lead him off 
the track with false material (play-material) . 

How does a man become a V-aan in the Gehlen organisation! General 
Gehlen has been able according to the Soviet Union and the satellite states, 
to reestablish contact with a string of former V-men of the sectlonToreign 
Armies Bast." 

In the recruiting of new agents the beginning is the "tip" - given 
knowingly or unknowingly; through political refugees, through members of 
fighting-groups and organisations, through acquaintances and former comrades 
of Gehlen people who in turn have acquaintances or former comrades in the 
Eastern territory, and through a hundred other sources, who either belong to 
the Gehlen organisation or have an established connection with its V-aen, 
the tip reaches a member of the organisation. The tip says that this or 
that resident of the Soviet Zone, satellite diploaat, 8oviet official, and 
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so forth, for ideological or personal reaBons comes under consideration as 
a collaborator in the V-man net of the organisation. Often the Oehlen 
people get a tip from conversations, without the person they are Bpeaking to 
realising that he ie giving a tip. 

The tip is further investigated by the Gehlen service, for the tipper 
the action is over. He does not hear whether his tip is taken up or rejected, 
nor what has devoloped from it. 

▲ "Beeearcher" (Forschef) tries now to clear up the question of whether 
the person concerning whoa the tip has been received has at hi6 command know- 
ledge or insight, according to a political or administrative function which 
he exercises, which makes hlo appear a rewording investment as a V-man, and 
whether the prospect exists, that he ie ready for collaboration. 

There is, for example, living in Dresden a chief engineer, concerning 
whom a tip has been received, who has access to the bridge building projects 
in Saxony; so perhaps one day an old comrade from the engineer battalion 
that he belonged to during the war shows up to renew old relations with him, 
or in Rnegen on holiday he cooes to know a nice married couple who pursue the 
acquaintanceship after the holiday is over, or one of his colleagues may 
receive a letter from his cousin in West Oermany with the request thet he 
help along in some unimportant matter an acquaintance of this cousin, an 
acquaintance who has soon to take care of some business in Dresden. 

The cousin* e acquaintance, the nice couple from Ruegen, or his old 
comrade from the engineers were "researchers* of the Gehlen organization, 
who had in mind nothing else but to establish the position of the engineer 
on the subject of Pankow socialism, his efficiency, the circumstances of 
his personal life, and the character istics of his individual nature. 

If the researchers have discovered that the engineer ie a full-fledged 
opponent of the political system of the Bast Zone and has a real insight into 
the bridge construction, which, for instance makes possible a judgment on 
what kind of armor, in case of an attack, could cross the bridgeB and what 
kind could not; then the research worker hands over the tip to the recruiting 



section with a positive Judgment; therewith is the case closed for the re- 
searcher; he never learns whether, when, or in what fashion a recruiting of 



It is conceivable that interest in traffic plans in the Soviet sane 
does not exist at the time the tip is received; in that case the recruiting - 
would be postponed, or be totally ignored. 

If interest in the tip which has been investigated exists, then the 
first step in the recruiting would be made, perhaps in the form of an invita- 
tion to a congress in West Germany, a suggestion for collaboration on a pro- 
fessional paper, or the invitation to renew an old acquaintanceship. Finally, 
of course, the recruiter must, as they say in agent's slang, "let his pants 
down" and put the straight question to the person on whom the tip has been 
received, as to whether he is ready to take up intelligence work. Cases 



the engineer is undertaken. 
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in which anyone works as a V-man for a long tine, whether through an ex- 
change of letteri or through conversations, without being investigated, are 
rare. 

In the inetant In which the recruiter put* hie unvarnished question, 
it ie clear whether the reeearcher ha* done hie work well or not. Will the 
pereon who has been tipped drag the recruiter off by the neck to the BSD? 
Will he at leaet not betray the recruiter, even when he definitely declines 
the work? Or is he completely ready for intelligence work? Aa far a» 
possible, the recruiter should shape a situation for his proposal in which 
the pereon singled out need not Juet call for the porter in order to hare 
him arrested. 

If the person tipped on takes the proposition up - really or only 
apparently, in order to betray the successful recruiting to the SSD - then 
he gets plans for information connections to his Chief V-man and an em 
plan in case he should be in danger. Therewith ie hie connection with the 
recruiter ended. He will neTer eee him again. 



The intelligence channel - in the example of the chief engineer for 
instance - can be a "dead letter-drop." On the basis of a statement aade 
by Oehlen-agent Xaethe Dora, a clerk in a People.' s industry, who was arreet- 
ed in East Berlin, one can nake himself an example of how a "dead letter-drop- 
works: under the stone of an old grave in the oeaetery of Hilhelmshagea near 
Berlin, a hiding-place was cut eut, in which Xaethe Dorn hid the information 
which she had collected. By two trees near the cemetery the knee-high weeds 
were ploughed up. and from this position the courier who was to pick up the 
material could see whether information had been stored away or not, in such 
a fashion that suspicious appearances at the grave would be spared him when 
no information was hidden there* 

The unique or additional method of communication for the chief engineer 
could however also be in a postal address in West Berlin or Weet Germany to 
which he might send off his information either by covert means, written with 
secret ink or mi cr ©photographed, or interspersed with innocent private texts. 

If he has occasion to travel frequently to West Berlin without making 
himself suspicious, then he will get a "live letter-drop," an agreed on 
address in West Berlin, where he hands over his intelligence material - 
without of course knowing what role the receiver plays In the Oehlen organise^ 
tion. He will hardly get to know his "branch office" leader, his own T-man 
leader, on such occasions. 

If he is cut off froa all these intelligence channels, then a courier 
will make a run to him, at agreed on times and according to agreed on meeting 
plans, in order to receive information. Hi. report, end hi. pay he will. a. 
a rule, get through a similar channel to that in which he reports hie 
information. 
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Radio contact is to be established only la exceptional drcumstancss. 

If the V-aan chief, or a higher office of the Gehlen organisation learns, 
thresh information which it is receiving, that the V-uaa is in danger, then 
he will receive the agreed on alarm signal, an appointed telegram or an 
appointed telephone call, and he will try to reach the eoergency address which 
has been allotted him in Vest Berlin or Vest Germany. 



Although the ■branch offices," the offices of the V-man leaders, de not 
lie in the target territory, a leader can handle at the most three to five 
7 -people. The general rule of caution, to make accessible to a man even in 
his own leader ship -net only at the most a fragmentary knowledge of the Y-man 
string, has proved itself a good one in various mishaps in the Gehlen organiza- 
tion* 

In one case, a Vest Berlin handling agent took part, because of his anti- 
Seviet enthusiasm, in a pamphleteering operation in East Berlin which was 
conducted by an organisation distinct from the Gehlen apparatus.* •(Ideo- 
logical subversion and preparations for revolt, the classical specialty of 
the Section II of the German Abwehr, was aot undertaken by the Gehlea organis- 
ation. It limited itself to positive intelligence and to counteraction to 
the enemy Intelligence service.) 



promptly arrested by the SSD, and the danger was present that he 
would be recognised as a member of the Gehlen organization and would be 
acueesed dry for the prise of hie information. The circle of compromised 
Y-people was limited to five, with their sub-sources; in all, 22 persons. 
They were all, by telephone, telegraph, and courier, directed out of Bast 
Berlin to the Vest. 

Another case, the Geyer case, is thoroughly treated in Sastern propa- 
ganda, and thence has become publicly known. Geyer had, in 1952, come into 
contact in the Soviet sone with people "of the Gehlen organizatioa, and was 
sometimes used as a "researcher.^ 

In 1953 he was, like the majority of researchers and recruiters, after 
a certain tour of duty, taken out of the Soviet zone and removed to duty in 
the home office. Be was assigned as an office worker to a Vest Berlin 
"branch office." This branch office, indeed, against all the Belated rules 
of the Gehlen organisation, directed almost 30 T-people, who for the most 
part became known to Geyer from documents. Too late it became clear that 
Geyer, indeed, before his transfer to Vest Berlin, had been "doubled" 
("umgedreht") and slipped iato the Gehlea apparat as a counter-spy. 



To be sure, in fact, a string of T-people, whom Geyer knew from the 
reports of the Berlin "branch office," could no longer be saved, since 
day, in terror that he would be exposed as a counter-spy, Geyer fled to the 
last Zone. The reports frequently published in the east tone press that 
"Hundreds of Gehlen Agents" had been blown could however not possibly be 
true, since the "branch office" 9592, swollen contrary to every valid security 
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rule, which the counter-spy Geyer penetrated, directed 30, but never even 
nearly "hundreds" of Informants. 

Jalae alio was the Soviet zone representation of the Haase case, another 
mishap of the Gehlea organization. The eastern propaganda avowed that Haaee 
was stationed in last Berlin territory. In fact the story took place as 
follows: Vernor Eaase, a highly decorated major in the last war, led, under 
the cover naae Helster, the Oehlen branch office 130a in West Berlin. Shortly 
after the Oeyer case, which, through the loss of a string of informants and 
the growing unrest concerning this among the workers of the office, had made 
the work in the Soviet zone More difficult, Haase planned to facilitate the 
work, the laying of a telephone cable from the West sector to the Sast sector 
of Berlin. A so-called "wire-sluice," a direct cable connection for traffic 
with an informant in Sast Berlin, was to take the place of the dangerous 
courier channel. 

The informant who had pointed out the vacant spot, in which the east 
sector terminal of the wire was to end, and who was to come for the reception 
of the wire at the sector border, was made known to the SSD by the Traitor 
Geyer and doubled. 

The sector border extends along a stretch through the wooded load skirt- 
ing the Heidkaapgraben. In a general trial run for the laying of the cable, 
Haase had knotted the end of the cable up in a mechanical toy boat and let 
the boat sail over the Heidknmpgraben. on the eastern shore of which the 
informant wae to receive the cable. 

When Haase wanted to lay the real cable, the informant, as it had been 
agreed, was on the other shore. However, just as Haase was, on the evening 
of 13 November 1953, beginning to launch his little ship on the Heidkaapgraben, 
along came a squad of the State 8ecurity Service, who had hidden themselves 
on the weBtern side of the canal, out of the bushes, and abducted Haase into 
the Bast sector. He was condemned to life imprisonment. 

Vollweber ever and again floods the press with reports of such casaa, 
which are unavoidable In the workday of the agent. Hot only the eastern 
counterintelligence, but also both sides, succeed from time to time, in a 
so-called III-P-maaoeuver, the penetration of one's own counterspy into the 
enemy agency, with the difference however, which appears clearly in the 
lastern press, where with the authenticity of supporting dates and figures _ 
little cases are whipped up into a chaos of swindling and false reports, 
and parceled out for propaganda purposes, while, for example, hardly anyone 
in West Germany knows that the Csechlsh-Polish Informant string in West 
Germany was paralysed in 1953 by successful III-F maaoeuver of the Gehlea 
organization. 

The Gehlen organisation also refuses to make public the extent of Its 
knowledge of the operations of the SSD, the Soviet secret service, and the 
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satellite intelligence services la the Federal Republic. It wae for the 
flrat tine treated la public with official blessing, when it recently denied 
the unmasking of 300 Gehlen agents announced by the last Zone State Security 



The Gehlen organisation on the other hand has made no official cent ion 
of the "Brutua" caae. one of its most outstanding successes: 



One of the nost rewarding targets for all the secret aerricea operating 
in central Burope would be to place an informant near the legendary chief of 
the last Zone SSD, the maritime sabotage specialiat Brast Wollweber. "to 
stick a bonbon on his shirt," as agents' Jargon would put it. The Oehlea 
organisation accomplished this work of art. A Gehlen informant with the 
cover name Brutus, the cabinet neater (ninisterialrat) Walter Gransch, held 
a position - finally as head of the "naral base and harbors" section - in 
the State Secretariat for Navigation, which latter Wollweber headed until 
he took or ex the Secretariat for. State Security as successor to Zaisser. 



Gramsch had, as a traffic specialist, made contact with Wollweber in 
1946. Be had also an established insight into Wollweber' s operations as 
chief of the international espionage and sabotage organisation, the so-called 
Wollweber Apparat. Prom 1947 to 1953, Granech, who had let himself, as a 
former SPD member, be swept over into the SSD, worked, for political -ideo- 
logical motives (20th of July man) for the Gehlen organisation, and delivered 
Information on traffic in the Bast block, but especially III-J material on 
Wellweber's secret service operations. 

On 28 March 1953 he even received from Wollweber a letter of apprecia- 
tion for his work in the Central Transport Commission of the so-called 
German Democratic Bepublic. 



As security against the eventual outcome of the Geyer case, he was ia 
1953 ordered to West Berlin and brought to safety. 



Nearly as adventurous as the "Brutus" case is the "Klaus" case, of 
which the German public similarly has no knowledge; the KVD must take 
special pains to conceal this type of III-P case: 

The Gehlen counterintelligence group succeeded in "doubling," accord- 
ing to all the rules of the art, the district geologist Klaus Vagal, who 
had been pressed into espionage work, as a punishment for alleged industrial 
failings, by the district headquarters of the Soviet MVD in Aue, at that 
time (Goedelstr 14). "Klaus" convinced his Soviet employers that he was a 
successful Soviet spy, but in reality, he worked for the Gehlen organisation. 

■Klaus" taited to the full the favors which the beautiful Soviet chief- 
geologist Tatjana Petschinlna offered him; First Lisutenant Ivan SergeiwitBch

and Major Suchjuakin, along with his trio Interpreter Eita Wolodlna, treated 
"Klaue" like royalty and fed him Crimean champagne and caviar. Then this 
young man, bo It appeared in the records of the KVD, succeeded in tapping 
his uncle in West Berlin, a former Abwehr colonel and "chief" in the Oehlen 
organization. 



The alleged uncle, whose name was Bane Strahsow. was neither a Colonel 
nor a former Abwehrman and holder of the Knight's Cross, but a gallant 
engineer captain. The "secret conversations" which "Klaus" allegedly over- 
heard and the "secret papers" which he allegedly stole from .him ware "play 
material," carefully prepared by the Oehlen organization, which he turned 
over to his Sussian as reel. Sergeiwltsch and Suchjumkin saw one thing, 
that "Klaus" would have to give his "thcle" some reason for hie many visits: 
■Klaus" brought uranium samples from Jue and Important information from the 
uranium fields - this time of course the real thing. 

In all the ten years previous, it had happened only once that a "counter- 
play" with a doubled agent of "Klaus' c" stamp lasted more than a year. The 
"Klaus" case lasted two full years. 



When, in the middle of 1953, the Karlshorst Central began to concern 
Itself intensively with the success of its Aue field office, the Karlshorst 
experts recognised a completely unique opportunity. Colonel Sorokin and the 
kidnapping specialist Colonel Petrow (who was later to have the Gehlen field 
office leader Hoeher kidnapped from West Berlin) took over the "KlauB" case, 
not without seriously criticising Sergeiwltsch and Such Junk in because they 
had never succeeded, with the help of "Klaus," In dragging Gehlen people 
into the Soviet zone and putting Uncle Strahsow under pressure in the 
desired fashion. The Karlshorst KVD officers worked hard on the case. They 
worked out with "Klaus" preparations for kidnappings whose delicacy left 
nothing to be desired. One time Uncle Strahsow was to be kidnapped to 
Vienna and another, together with his family, to the east sector of Berlin. 
"Klaus" always played along gallantly, and reported directly to the Gehlen 
people. 

As the kidnap attempt failed, "Klaus" was instigated to press his 
uncle in obscure fashion. At this point the Oehlen people broke off the 
■counterplay," "Klaus" never went back to Karlshorst. This was the first 
blow struck at Colonel Petrow, who wae so accustomed to success; the second 
did not sit worse: Through an adventurous confnsion-manoeuver, they succeed- 
ed in slipping Klaus Vogel's wife and daughter out of the handa of the 
Soviets, a scheme In which the People's police, innocent of deceptions , even 
provided a sort of honor guard. 

Haturally. the fact that, through kidnapped Oehlen people like Haase 
or the handling agent Wolfgang Hoeher, who, at an agent meeting, was stunned 
by some red wine spiked by an Informant of Petrow and carried off to East 
Berlin, something of Oehlen' s organizational pattern has become known, a fact 
that no Oehlen worker can dispute today, stands in contrast to these success- 
ful III-F cases. 
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Thus it is certain, for example, that the firn, "Sueddeuteche Industrie- 
verwertungs GmbH" (South German Industrial Realty, lac) , of Munich. Bsil- 
Geis-Strasse 50, which stands innocently on page 340 of the official telephone 
book for the Munich District of the Main Post Office for 1954, with the number 
7 12 61, between the "Sueddeutschen Eolswirtochaf tbank" (South German forestry 
Bank) and the "Sueddeutschen kabelwerke" (South German Cable Works) , was a 
covert, quietly established installation of the Gehlen organisation. All the 
general representatives, district, and subordinate representatives of the 
Gehlen organisation use businesses as cover; intelligence correspondence is 
carried on as business letters. 

The cover firms, ordinarily duly registered corporations or companies, 
must not only maintain their cover, but also for the same reason, in the 
offlcee of the Gehlen organ ltati on which operate according to civil lav, an 
unobtrusive and efficient contractor must run the shop; automobile registra- 
tions must be sent in for approval; office space and houses for secret meet- 
ings must be rented, social security premiums for eecretaries, drivers and 
laborers must be paid. 

All cover firms arrange for a competent specialist in each branch, who 
skillfully dismisses visitors and potential business contacts who may appear. 

The general representatives and their subordinate echelons are not 
organised according to professional skills or according to regional sphere 
of the area in which information is to be collected. All general offices and 
all subordinate offices maintain branches or field offices - sometimes larger - 
in Vest Berlin, whose workers do not know the organizations set up parallel to 
them. 

The sub-representative in West Berlin, who perhaps is in contact with 
two subordinate branch offices in West Berlin and with a higher district 
representation in Hannover, does not know to what general division he belongs. 

The district representative in Hannover does not know that other district 
representatives of his general division are to be found, perhaps in Tfelzen 
and Plnneburg and that each of these district offices maintains also another 
sub-office in West Berlin. 

Xach member of the organisation knows only the contact man to the next 
higher and lower level, so that a defected or kidnapped district representa- 
tive of the Gehlen organisation cannot betray much more than the firm 
addresses of his sub- office a and general division. The informants and the 
branch offices whose material passes through his firm to a higher level, know 
him only by his cover name. 

It is possible that of two informants who are placed In the same People's 
owned plant in Madgeburg - naturally without knowing one another - the one is

office in fraakfurt. The basis of the principle it that the routing of 
information is a real schematic operational procedure which has no connection 
with the recruiting of the informant or the Judgment er evaluation of the 
information. .

A given branch office weuld perhaps direct not only an informant in 
heavy industry in Saxony, but also possibly a Beise-V-«aa (traveling inform- 
ant) from Tflurlngia, who brings with him, fro* his business trips, economic 
and military information of all kinds, and a SSL official from Brandenburg 
who dmlivers III-T material concerning the State Security Service, and a 
foundry engineer from ■Stalinstadt" (Tuerstenberg/Oder) , who reports con- 
tinuously on steel production figures in his industrial area. 

In fact the whole organisation of course handles the exploration of the 
Soviet sone through informants only as a proportionally insignificant sector 
of operations. Kuch more delicate and painstaking is the so-called deeper- 
exploration, the penetration of the Soviet Oil on and the satellite nations on 
an informant basis. 



Departure points on hand clearly show the fact that the classical secret 
service roads still, as always, lead to Czechoslovakia and r 



Also, official administrative and economic traffic of the states of the 
eastern block with one another yield up points of departure through which to 
inject informants into the leading organisations of individual powers among 
the other "friendly Peoples' Republics" and at the same time to win over 
opponents of the system through the work of informants. Informants in the 
Soviet army and recruited Soviet officials who are ordered back to the Soviet 
Dhion furnish there base points for the development of informant string.. 



At any rate, the popular conception of the traveling spy. who - with 
his secret camera under his coat lapel and his Invisible ink in his fountain 
pen - slips off on various missions into the territory or target about which 
information is to be collected, and who, after his mission has been accomplish- 
ed, travels back to headquarters for the assignment of another, suits the 
Oehlen organisation as little as any other modern secret service. This sort 
of individual operation Is oarried on only in a few exceptional • 



In opposition to the difficulty of the deep-exploration - the reconnalB- 
eance in the Soviet Union lteelf - Is the fact that detailed Information, 
however meaningful in the territories which are near the border, 1b no more 
oHnterest. ^hat is Important is the big picture of the economic, military 
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and political situation and their changes. This picture is in general 
more clearly gained from intensive comparison of writings and statistics, 
geographical evidence and archive material, diplomatic reports and official 
reference works, than through individual informant reports. 



So, therefore, the largest part of the approximately 400 specialists 
in the Pullach headquarters of the Oehlen service is employed not in the edit- 
ing of informant material hut rather with scientific analysis. With the 
original Gehlen team, which steaaed in essence from the officers. SCO's and 
officials of his CO (Oberkommando dea Ueeres) section, jostle specialists 
in economics and engineering, natural and political science. Also, of course, 
there are pure technicians who concern themselves with problems of radio 
broadcasting, the employment of and the recognition of, secret inks, false 
papers and documents, and other details of secret service operational methods. 

la this technical department Oehlen himself is a unique special! at and 
precision-worker. The fmsoination which all things technical exercise over 
him, extends to breakneck racing in his Mercedes, in which he perhaps also 
reacts to his unsatisfied cavalry passions. The riding of competition- 
seaeoned Jumpers he has given up, at the request of hia colleagues and of 
the Amerioans, who don't want to see their 52 year old chief and star-perform- 
er in a wheelchair, with a broken back, ind trotting around on a quiet horse, 
he suppresses his cavalry spirit. 



Almost every week Oehlen is off to Bonn, with changed lie 
on his car and changed personal papers in hia briefcase. • (•Within the 
Oehlen organization, he is called "Eerr Doktor" or "der Doctor"). In his 
pants pocket he carries a six-Bhot pistol; his security guard consists usually 
of two sharpshooters. He wears the necessary dark glasses when he travels 
against the sun. 

When important intelligence information is to be discussed concerning 
last Germany or the Soviet Union, he is mceived by the ?ederel Chancellor; 
at other times he confers, in the office of the federal Chancellor, with 
State Secretary Olobke. But he has also taken care to keep up personal con- 
tact with Kurt Schumacher and his follower Erich Ollenhauer. They all know 
him as a slender man, scarcely of middle height, whom Georges Penchenier, 
correspondent of "La Monde" has written of, not very amiably, but also not 
Incorrectly, as he put it: "Thin lips, very deep-set eyes under a high * 
forehead, his ears very protuberant, such a man is Beinhardt. Gehlen." 



The abounding, overwhelming energy which speaks from his face is, accord- 
ing to the universally agreed upon impression of all who know him, tempered 
by the rustic charm of the ruddy coloring of his cheeks and a sort of paternal, 
very short-cropped moustache, which ehows the most essential mark of difference 
between the general's looks today and the pictures, approximately ten 



general's looks today and the pictures, approximately ten years old, 
which are the only ones of him in existence. 
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The vehemence of hie facial impression is tempered as soon as Oehlen 
speaks in hie rigorous, communicative, and strongly mimic fashion; above all 
the idiomatic geniality of his birthplace, Irfurt, with its "harsh and soft 
B," etUl rings through easily. 

Eia hair, on the sides l/lO millimeters long, is, on the top of his 
head, sparse, but still blond; his attitude dlreet, his make-up rather more 
plain than elegant, but not without little deviations from fashion: a tie 
olaep of chrome and light brown elippere with composition rubber eolee. 

The neighbors on the Starnberger See, who live around the premises of 
Oehlen' s double-locked brown wooden house, maintain that they have never net 
the general face to face. The Gehlens' dog ie the fiercest living being in 
the whole area. The appurtenances of the Oehlen family are not outstanding, 
but customary aaong the landholders on the lakeshore: an elderly housemaid, 
a gardener-chauffeur, a blue Tolkswagen for the exclusive use of the members 
of the family, and a BMW motorcycle, with which the 17 year old eon Chrietoph. 
a budding student, frightens the strollers. 

Op until the flight of Otto John, the premises of the fila beauty Ruth 
Leuwerik ("Boyal Highness") held incomparably greater interest for the 
neighbore. 



Since of course, in conjunction with the John case, the question 
up regarding what role Beinhard Oehlen was to play in the Federal Republic, 
once his organization enjoyed legality as a 0 era an agency, the ruaor again 
arose at the lake that Oehlen from time to time might make a -visit to his 
neighbors masked. 

The cool relationship which had been noticed between the former Protec- 
tion of the Constitution Chief John and Beinhard Oehlen did not in fact lack 
a heretofore clearly known motivation. Judging by externals. Gehlen ie a 
pupil and admirer of Manstein ("Cue of the few with the divine spark."); 
Otto John served in the investigations which led to the trial of Manstein 
after the war as an alleged war criminal. 

However it can be counted as incorrect that Oehlen cultivated his own 
interest in the president 'a chair of the Office for the Protection of the 
Constitution in Cologne. The office for the Protection of the Constitution is 
an institution for eliminating the danger to internal security; Gehlen is a 
nan of foreign intelligence. Also the idea often attributed to Gehlen, that 
he Becks to merge hie organisation with the federal Chancellor's office and 
to set himself up as a State Secretary, has little appearance of truth in 
itself. It does nojt suit with the manner of thinking of an officer who grew 
up in the state-political conception of the Beichswehr, to place agencies of 
internal and external security within the reach of the fortunes of party poli- 
tics; but plainly the federal Chancellor's office would always be the most out- 
standing bearer of the party-color which at any given time should be in power. 
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Whoever seeks to come by Gehlen's future plane, which are made known 
nowhere, by means of analogical deduction and analysis, mist begin with the 
fact of the party-politics neutrality of the Eeichwehr off i car and General 
Staffer, and that Gehlen can hare, as far as professional counter intelligence 
work is concerned, no deep-rooted reservations contrary to American policy, 
since he worked with then for so many years. 

The USA, however, has had, since 1947, in its" Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) , a main administration for all kinds of foreign intelligence, which looks 
after the Interests of the Aaerlcan armed forces as well as the foreign ministry 
The CIA. whose chief. Allen Dulles, the brother of the foreign minister, is 
responsible only to the President, commands a staff composed from both these 
agencies. 

That Eeinhard Gehlen aspired to such an autonomous foreign intelligence 
service for the Jederal Republic can be considered aa settled upon. The office 
for the Protection of the Constitution had necessarily to take its place as the 
other half of this administration. 

The question, when the legalisation of the Gehlen organization has been 
carried through, and the Chancellor's beloved general can hold office as a 
German official, has a housekeeping and a political side: the statement that 
the Gehlen organisation has been endowed with 26 million marks yearly, has 
never been denied, whence it seems to professional observers to follow, that 
the budget is at least twice aa high. Such an investment does not appear 
exhorbitant, however, when, for instance, one considers the police budget of the 
Baaseatic city of Hamburg which yearly requires 66.5 million marks, although 
its sphere of action extends only to Poppenbuettel and not to Alma Ata. In 
federal housekeeping, however, 50 million marks would be a budget portion which 
. could easily give the opposition members an opportunity to fasten themselves on 



To the other - and here lies the political side of the decision concerning 
Gehlen, not only the eastern, but the western foreign establishments do not 
take it ae a tempest in a teapot. The British Intelligence Service, the old 
nobility of all western secret services, can have no outstanding interest in 
seeing a strong foreign intelligence service established in Germany. 



To the Trench any German agency with foreign interests is an outrage 
from the start, and to the Bussians the very existence of a western secret 
service is a welcome excuse to cut off their Zone from peaceful- traffic with 
West Germany, although their secret service has penetrated Vest Germany even 
more completely than the Gehlen organisation has penetrated the Soviet Zone. 
French and British newspapers, falling in line with the Soviet-steered press, 
have found a common formula: Gehlen is aa SD-boss. a new chief of the old 
Gestapo-boys. 
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are prepared: Gehlen's organisation owes its origin to the struggle between 
the amy and the SS. Gshlen's General Staffer* hare rubbed up against the 
arrogant clains of Heydrich and Schellanberg in endless controversies, orer 
jurisdiction, both in the domestic war-districts and in the theatre of opera- 
tion b in the East, Iren whan they remain tolerant or uninterested in the 
political past of the SS officer, they are nevertheless as unconvinced of the 
professional capability of these who wore the Helohe-eagle on their sleeve as 
an old gentleman of the Dhirerslty of Bonn's "Boruasia" club face to face with 
the singers of "Bardia." 

To be sure, as informants and "researchers," former SD and Gestapo 
officials hold places hare end there in the Oehlen service, when they hare 
good appeal to former comrades on the other side and when they hare penetrated 
successfully in a series of cases into the enemy* I servioe. Tot one thing, 
however, Conrad Adenauer can be taken at his word when he Touches for the 
political maturity of the Oehlen organisation: On Gehlen's staff there is not 
one former SD or Oestapo man. 
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GEHLEN, General Reinhard aka Dr SCHNEIDER: 



a/ SUBJ3CT was born 3 Apr 1902, ERFURT, Germany. GEHLEN '« father 
Walter GEHLEN, wa~. a publisher and a forner directior of the FERDINAND-HTRTH 
Publishing house in BRZSLAU. GEHLEN attended the classical Gymnasium in BRESLAU, 
completing the course in 1920. GEHLEN then became a "Fahnenj'unker" (Officer-Aspirant) 
of the First Batterry of the Artillery Regiment 6, located in SCHWETDTJITZ. GEHLEN 
was promoted to 2nd Lietenant in 1923, 1st Lietenant in 1928, flaptain in 193 4 
Major in 1936, Lt. Colonel in 1941, Col in 1942 and Brig General in December 1944. 
In 1926 GEHLEN attended the Cavalry School located in Hannover . From 1929 
to 1933 GEHLEN was with Afrtillery Regiment #3, located first in SCHWEDNITZ and later 
in FRANBFURT/Oder. Prom 1933 to 1935 oe attended the War College (in 1934 the 
Military Academy ih BERLIN), and in 1935 Gf-HLEN became Adjutant to the Oberquarter- 
meister I (Deputy Wiief of the General Staff). In 1936 GEHLEN waa permanently appoint* 
ed to the General Staff, and in 1937 he served with Frerade Herre Ost (Foreign Armies 
East); GEHLEN then became Adjutant for Generaloberst HALDER, Chief of the General 
Staff of the Army.

The officers ia the Federal Ministry of Defense who for years have 
tried to get the "Organization-Gehlen" under their "management" are 
therefore not displeased that it did not work out cifter all. They say* 
In the course of the last few years espionage and counter-espionage have 
become more and more political". Henceforth the Ministry Ox Defense 
will only evaluate military information obtained by Gehlen, out not 
political information. 

altogether four agencies are to participate in the evaluation of 
the intelligence materials 

the Federal Chancellery, 

the Llinistry of Defense, 

the Foreign Office, 

the Ministry of the Interior. 

First of all, however, all information goes to the Federal 
Chancellery. State Secretary Hans Globke, the Bonn "Grey iininence", 
whose threads are everywhere, will thus bo able to "steer" the 
information. 

This entails a genuine increase in power for Globke. He, who once 
as Ministerialrat in the "Reich Ministry of the Interior", collaborated 
in the publication of the commentaries to the Nuremberg Racir.l Laws 
and whose influence today in Bonn is so great that there is little that 
can haepen against his will, in future will have at hla disposal one 
of the best intelligence services in the world. 

Hot Controlable f /(f *"| 

It is difficult to control the work of this apparatus. Thousands 
of so-called V-nen (confidential agents} , often ■hAdy types, form part 
of it. They are sitting in all countries of the .rorld, mainly, however, 
behind the Iron Curtain. For instance, the Budget Committee of l^rlia- 



mont Will never be able to check exactly how Globke and 0 enlen l i l 1 
spend the 30 million VB which they require per year. Neither will it 
Srjoosible now to dismiss all of Gehlen'a "Bnployeea" who are 
POliUcally not unobjectionable, for "...that ia a dirty business", 
and the "Braployeea" know too much. 

Reinhard Gehlen, at the end of the war Major General and Chief of 
the Department "Po*»i«n .rmies Bast- in the General Staff of the Army, 
wao asked by US General Patton immediately after the war, to act up an 
intelligence service. The Americans finanoed the organization until 
reoently. They mostly aaked Gehlen for information on developments in 
the Saat. Gehlen was a apecialiat in this work, and not even the 
British "Intelligence Service" is superior to his expert opinion in 
this connection. 

Many now "taaka" are presenting themselves to Gehlen: watohing the 
Soviet Zone "People's Army", observing the activities of the Soviet 
Embassy in Bonn and the control of KP activities within the Federal 
Territory. 

It remains to be seen how often and in how far Gehlen' a work v/ill 
overlap with the work of the Federal Office for the Protection of the 
Constitution. It also remains to be seen, what use State Secretary 
Globke will make of his new instrument H.M.

It can therefore be expected that some of the 
members of the Gehlen-Se**i«e will not be taken over. 

A resolution by ths Budget Committee is expected within the next 
days to safeguard the financing of the organization with approximately 
30 million BLi per year. A similar amount had so far been paid by the 
American Occupation Power for Gehlen' s services. 

A3 has been repeatedly reported, Gehlen after the war had built 
V.J3 a Foreign Intelligence Service by order of the Americans, the 
personnel of which was chiefly composed of former members of German 
Military Intelligence. After the Federal Republic became sovereign, 
the Americana decided to break off their relations with Gehlen, 
however, continued to finance his organization during the transition 
period.

Germany, District of the Soziulistiachcn Einheitspartei Deutschlands (Social

CEHLEN ORGANIZATION IN LEA CUE TITH HUNGARIAN SS 
Spies utilized / Caritas aids Arned Revolutionaries 

Budapest (ADN/LVZ) As we previously reported in our Sunday edition, a 
number of 3pies captured in Hungary have made sensational revelations con- 
cerning the participation of numerous Western secret services in the 
preparation of counterrevolutionary activities. ?/e are now in the position 
to report further details. ' 

Among the organizations which had been preparing counterrevolution for 
a long time before the October events in Hungary occured are the American 
espionage organizations CIC and Military Intelligence Service, as well as the 
West German Gehlen Organization, which has set up a 3 pedal "Hu ngarian 
Department" under the command of a certain ColoneL ^Kol^nyi. ^ />! Ur** ' J^g&^gX 

It was learned from these disclosures that years ago the Putsch had been 
planned down to the last details. The so-called League of Hungarian Fighters, 
with Ger.ELT^l En U J^sztl at the head, is taking orders from the CIC in Western 
Europe. inisTeagueof former fascist officers and soldiers organized 
assault battalions and went over the boarder to Hungary after 2J October. The 
American financed "Hungarian Office" was engaged in the same activities and 
sent armed emigrants to Hungary from Salzburg and the Burgenland. 

The so-called Aid Organization Caritas organized transportation for 
armed personnel who had been training in camps in West Europe for months 
before. On 20 October the committee "Free Europe" collected numerous former 
members of the Hungarian 3S in the Traunstein Training Camp, and on 25 and 26 
October sent them in Red Cross vehicles across the Hungarian border. 

The leader of the general staff of the counterrevolutionaries is said to 
have been the American Colonel Bell, who preached the overthrow of the peoples 
government on Radio Free Europe during the counterrevolution. During the 
October Putsch, "Free Europe" also sent Captain L a J os Sonio^y varl and four 
others to Gyoer. They had the mission of lea'dli'.ff 1 ?" uff WTff*l!ncre , seizing

the radio station, and forming a counterrevolutionary government. 

TEE ESPIONAGE C8XBT TAKES OVER PERSONALLY 

Significant statements were made at the press conference by the 
agent Smdar Visnycy, who was in the pay of first American and later 
West GerTffl"fflp l ¥8frl?fc organizations from 1948 until his arrest on 9 
December 1956. His last assignment «aj with the so-called Hungarian 
Department of the Gehlen organization, which was led personally by 
Cehlen himself. 

According to the words of Visnycy, the Hungarian Department was 
concerned with recruiting Hungurian refugees for espionage and sabotage 
purposes. Visnycy stated that in the summer of 1956 Kolleny gave the 
Department indications tr.at action would soon start in Hungary, and 
that their work would be strengthened. A special mission was to 
trace down military concentrations and arms dumps. He said that by 
October most of the arms dumps were known. He specifically stated: 
"After the outbreak of the counterrevolution, the workers of the 
Gehlen organization were continually held in readiness at the Austro- 
Hungarian border." 

To hide his activities Visnycy uied the cover of a journalist. 
He possessed a press pass from the "Society of German Newspaper 
Publishers, Inc." which he received from Kollenyi. The press pass 
had the number ZV 332. The Ifanioh authorities validated his 
journalistic activity by stamping the pa3s "State Administration 
of the State Capital of Munich, Office of Public Order." 

Visnycy concluded that the Gehlen Organization worked very closely 
with American espionage agencies, especially with the CIC, and that it 
received much of its financial support from American offices. There 
are so-called American liaison officers with the Gehlen organization. 
Until 1949-1 one of them was Captain Broraberg. He was later replaced 
by Ringer, Kelly, and Fischer, who at that tine headed the Huncarian 
sections of the Salzburg espionage offices of the C jfi yJ<^ the Military 
Intelligence Service.

On 1 Hay, 1958, 1 b6 | G2 DSAREUR Liaison Officer to 

the Gehlen Organisation, visited this Headquarters and gave a briefing 
in the 3-3 Office. 



According to I b6 > J the 00 originally obtained its 

financial support entirely from CIA (SDU) and all activities of the 00 
had to be known to CIA. Until about one and one-half years ago the 
CIA was located in the same compound at Pullach, near Munich, with the 
GO. At that tine Gehlen somehow managed to get CIA out of the compound 
and they are now located in McGraw Kaseme, Munich. The CIA (SDU) 
presently has from 40 to 60 persons working in this field. 



Although the SDU no longer hovers over the GO, the relationship 
between the two organizations is still very close. However, it is 
believed that practically all the money for the GO now comes from Bonn 
and the SDU no longer has any financial grip on the organization such 
as it had formerly. It is believed that CIA still furnishes incentive 
goods to the GO on a vast bulk scale.

Followin g Gehlen's visit to this Headquarters on 21 April, 1958, 
I b6 | was a participant in a conversation during the return 

trip to Munich, in which Gehlen's assistant made the remark that it 
would be a good idea to have a CIC Liaison Officer at Pullach. One 
of the CIA (SDU) men then remarked that this "would have to be dis- 
cussed-, the implication being with the CIA. 

Gehlen has several places of residence. One being in the Pullach 
Compound, another known to be in Bonn. His family lives and spends 
most of its time at his residence in Starnberg, south of Munich, 
where Gehlen often visits. 

Owing to the good treatment Gehlen received following the War 
from the United States including the great financial help he obtained 
from the CIA, he was described as being to this date, extremely pro-

disbursement of confidential funds for payment of sources, operational 
expenses in connection with sources and per diera and personal reimburse- 
ments of agents themselves. This was particularly true in- the early years 
of the organization when such payments to agents included a cigarette 
ration as well as a regular monetary salary. Confidential funds were also 
issued largely in t he form of goods. Howovor, now that the organization 
has become the |bi \ a part of the Federal Ministry of Interior, it is 
subjected to careful auditing by the Dundesreobnungshof (federal Auditing 
Office), which requires valid receipts for all expenditures. This has 
resulted in embarrassment for i bi | agents who must pickup receipts in 
restaurants and bars and risk possible compromise or loss of prestige in 
doing so. In some instances, it is possible for the agent to certify 
payment of a legitimate operational bill without actual presentation of the 
bill itself. This practice i3 frowned upon, however. Used train tickets 
for travel accomplished by an agent for operational reasons must be 
submitted for reimbursement. If the ticket has been lost or taken up 
upon leaving the station at tho destination, the agent will not be reimbursed. 
These fiscal policies are a source of considerable annoyance to operational 
personnel of the |b1 | and the increasingly severe condi tions have resulted 
in the resignation, due to discontent, of at least one [bT] agent.
